NA BITTER WAR 


Senator Forces Governor 
Into the Open. 


HIGGINS TO BE THE MAN 


But Platt Will Put the “ Odell Tag” 
on the Nomination. 


HINTS OF CUTTING TICKET 


Bomb Was Thrown When Odell 
Called Conference and Platt 


Refused to Attend.

SARATOGA, Gept. 13.—Gov. Odell’s plan 


for a harmony convention was completely 
upset to-day when Senator Piatt refused to 
go into conference on the nomination for 
Governor. Both the Governor and the Sen- 
ator have been declaring for several days 
that it was their desire that a candidate 
for Governor should be agreed upon at a 
conference of leaders, and that one name 
should be presented to the convention for 
that place. Yesterday Gov. Odell announced 
that the conference of leaders would be 
held to-day at the convenience of Senator 
Platt. 

This afternoon, after Lieut. Gov. Higgins 
had arrived on the scene and had had in- 
terviews with both the Senator and the 
Governor, the latter walked over to Sen- 
ator Platt’s cottage and announced: 

re Senator, I have called that conference 


for you.” 
“Have you?” responded the Senator. 


“Well, I hope you will have a pleasant 
time.”’ 

* You are coming, are you not?” inquired 
the Governor, suspecting from the Senator’s 
reply that something was wrong. 

“Not by a damned sight,” replied the 
Senator with considerable asperity. 

The Governor was dumfounded. He in- 
quired what had caused the’ change in the 
Senator's purpose. Mr. Platt said he 
thought Woodruff was the man who should 

1'be nominated, and as he now knew that 
the Governor was for Higgins he would ap- 
peal to the convention. 


Odell Accepts the Issue. 


e Governor left the cottage mad clear 
through. He saw that it was the purpose 
of Senator Platt either to have him yield to 
his judgment or take the responsibility, 
which he has been desirous of avoiding, if 
possible, of naming a candidate without 
Mr. Pilatt’s approval. 

The Governor, however, did not hesitate a 
minute about his course. He promptly an- 
nounced that he would pick up the gage 
of battle which the Senator had thrown 
down to him. 

He at once sent for the leaders on whose 
support he thought he could rely, in order 
to get an absolutely correct estimate of the 
strength he would be able to command in 
the convention in support of Higgins as 
against Woodruff. The only notable ab- 
sentee from the Governor’s round-up was 
ex-Gov. Frank S. Black, but it developed 
later in the evening that his absence had 
no significance. Mr. Black, George W. Al- 
dridge, and Louis F. Payn, the only leaders 
of prominence who are understood to have 
been weak on -the nomination of Higgins, 
announced to-night that they would line up 
with the Governor behind Higgins in the 
convention. 

As the leaders of the various counties 
came to his room Gov. Odell had his secre- 
taries prepare a roll-call of the counties 
showing the respective strength of Higgins 
and Woodruff. The result showed 794 votes 
for Higgins and 280 for Woodruff. 


End of the Hendricks Boom. 


Gov. Odell then made this announcement: 

“The sentiment of the convention seems 
to be in favor of the nomination of Lieut. 
Gov. Higgins for Governor, and I think he 
will be nominated. I believe the majority 
of the delegates are for him. 

“The name of Superintendent Hendricks 
will not be presented to the convention.” 

Mr. Woodruff when informed that a poll 
of the delegations had been issued which 
showed over 700 delegates for Higgins, said 
that he would not make a poll, and had no 
time to make one. “I am going into the 
eoenvention,”’ he said, “‘and I expect to be 
nominated.”’ 

Michael J. Dady, who has been one of 
the most earnest supporters of Woodruff, 
said: 

“I think the Governor probably has that 
many delegates for Higgins. It has made 
no change in our plans. Mr. Woodruff's 
mame will go before the convention.” 

The Woodruff men affected a confidence 
which their manner belied. They did not 
seem at all happy over the outlook. Pri- 
vately they admitted that there was very 
little chance of nominating their man, but 
they seemed to take some consolation out 
of the fact that even though they went 
down to defeat the man nominated would 
have to bear the “‘ Odell tag.”’ 

‘There is a whole lot of difference,’’ re- 
marked one of the chief Brooklyn leaders, 
* between nominating a man ‘and electing 
him. Of course the organization will be for 
‘whoever is nominated, but there are a great 
many voters whom the organization cannot 
control.” 

Everywhere there was speculation about 
the motive which Senator Platt had in de- 
ciding upon the course which he has seen 


fit to take. Some thought that the Senator

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| CIRCUS ACT STOPS RUNAWAY. 


Policeman Jumps from His Bicycle to 
Horse’s Back. 


After racing at a lively rate for four 
blocks on Fifth Avenue yesterday afternoon 
& runaway horse attached to an express 
Wagon was stopped by Bicycle Policeman 
Anthony Debes of the West Thirtieth 
Street Station, who jumped from his wheel, 
caught the bridle, and brought the animal 
to a stop. Debes was loudly cheered by the 
people who saw his act. 

Debes was at the corner of Eighteenth 
Street and Fifth Avenue, fixing the pedal 
of his machine. Looking up the avenue, he 
saw the runaway, mounted, and rode in the 
middle of the avenue, just in front of the 
horse. The driver of the wagon, losing 
the reins, jumped to the asphalt and was 
slightly injured. The horse continued in his 
run, and Debes rude between the animal 
and the sidewalk. 

In front of the home of Street Cleaning 
Commissioner John McGaw Woodbury there 
| was a light runabout with a liveried groom 

on the box. The policeman managed to 

make the runaway swerve from the team. 

At Seventeenth Street the animal started 

for the sidewalk, and the pedestrians ran 

into hallways and on stoops. 
When the runaway reached Sixteenth 
| Street Debes reached the head of the ani- 

mal. He rode close to the horse’s head, 
and, steering his machine with one hand, 
grabbed the bridle of the runaway. Going 
in this manner for about half a block, 
Debes managed to throw his left arm over 
the animal’s neck. Then, with a good grip 
on the bridle, he jumped and landed on the 
horse’s back. He grabbed the reins and 
turned the animal into a pole at the cor- 
ner. 

That was the end of the runaway, and 
Debes, who had cut his thumb badly in 
making his jump, coolly remounted his 
wheel and rode to the New York Hospital 
to have the wound dressed. 


RICH FIND OF DERELICT. 


Steamship Picks Up Lumber-Laden 
Schooner Theta—Crew Missing. 


The steamship Pathfinder, from Norfolk, 
arrived in port yesterday with the aban- 
doned schooner Theta in tow. A prize crew 
of seven men from the steamship manned 
the derelict outside of Sandy Hook and 
brought their prize loaded with pine lumber 
into the harbor. 

The steamship picked the schooner up at 
sea on Sunday near the Five Fathom Bank 
Lightship. The schooner was drifting along 
with all sails set and with not a person 
aboard. All signs pointed to her having 
been hastily abandoned after a collision 
with an unknown vessel. Her starboard 
quarter was stove in, but no other damage 
could be found about her. Some of her 
seams had started, and her hold was almost 
filled, but she was kept afloat by her cargo, 

No report of any collision has been re- 
ceived recently from the quarter in which 
the vessel was picked up, and what has 
become of the crew is a mystery, since no 
ship has yet reported them. When the 
derelict arrived inside Sandy Hook Capt. 
Parse of the Pathfinder called for tugs and 
had the ship towed up the bay, and. she now 
rests on the Jersey flats. .She is a. three- 
masted schooner of 420 tons: “She teft 
Brunswick, Ga., on Sept. 1 for Dorchester, 
N. B. 

The officers and sailors on the Pathfinder 
will make a good thing out of the salvage 
on the vessel. She can be repaired at a 
very small cost, and, being ogly three years 
old, will be worth alone a good sum. Her 
cargo also will bring several thousand dol- 
lars. Having been abandoned, all of the 
money realized on her will go to the crew 
of the steamship. 


MRS. PHIPPS GETS $500,000. 


Tells of Agreement with Her Husband— 
‘ Divorce Case to Go On.

DENVER, Col., Sept. 13.—Mrs. Laurence 
C. Phipps to-day told of the agreement 
reached yesterday with her husband. 

“It is not true that I surrender any 
stocks and bonds,” she said. ‘‘ They re- 
main mine, and I receive about $500,000 
for the transfer to Mr, Phipps of the Den- 
ver and Pittsburg residences.

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M’ADOO AROUSED BY 
POLICE CONDITIONS 


To Send “"urphy” Detectives 
Back on Patrol. 


ITALIAN FORCE 


With This He. Hopes to Wipe Out 
“Black Hand” Outrages—inspec- 
tors Report To-day. 


Police Commissioner McAdoo spoke out 
Plainly yesterday about conditions in the 
Police Department, and, in the course of an 
extended interview on his plans for the re- 
habilitation of the force in the public 
esteem, announced two important moves, 
one in the shape of a reform of existing 
conditions, and the other a new departure. 
_ The reform is to consist in relegating the 
“Murphy” Detective Sergeants, who have 
long been worse than an incumbrance to 


the detective.force, to the work of outside 
Roundsmen in the precincts. These men, 
eleventh-hour appointments by the late Mi- 
chael C, Murphy, and numbering upward of 
seventy-five, since recent decisions of the 
courts have lately been doing desk duty 
in part, and in part working as “ detect-- 
ives.” In their new job of pounding the 
pavements they will still draw the $2,000 
a year which they have enjoyed since their 
appointment. 

The departure consists in the organization 
of an Italian branch of the police service to 
deal with the peculiar problems constantly 
arising in the Italian districts. This will 
be instituted at once, and Commissioner 
McAdoo has high hopes for its success. 

To-day all the district Inspectors will 
report to the Commissioner in detail on the 
conditions in their commands. He declined 
yesterday to discuss Mr. Jerome’s latest 
comments on police work. Of the plan to 
utilize the ‘‘ Murphy” Sergeants he said: 

“This section of the detective force was 
pitchforked into the department. Its weak. 
ness is also well known. The Detective Bu- 
reau, with the detectives I refer to, has 
been carrying a big load of lead. Some of 
the men that were created without adequate 
demand could not even catch their breath. 
There are 289 of them all told, and of this 
number only a small proportion have real 
detective ability. 


PULL DETERMINED APPOINTMENTS. 


“Not a few of the present number were 
appointed for purely personal and other 
reasons. Many of them did not even come 
in under the civil service as patrolmen, and 
no civil service examination ever can prac- 
tically determine whether or not a man 
will make a good detective. 

“It is an outrage on the Police Depart- 
ment and the city that the courts, instead 
of diminishing this force, feel compelled 
continually to increase it for various tech- 
nical reasons. I have already had handed 
over to me twelve men, and several actions 
are now pending in the -eourts to increase 
this number. These men receive a salary 
of $2,000 a year. and have all the rights of 
a Police Sergeant who has worked “‘trese)t 
up from the ranks. Worse than that, what 
might be called the Sergeants of the reg- 
ular line will not receive these men as | 
belonging to their grade and entitled to 
hearty co-operation. 

“There are some very excellent detectives 
attached to this department—honest, intel- 
ligent, and capable men. In order to utilize 
a portion of this large force with some ad- 
vantage to the department I have deter- 
mined to make patrol sergeants of a num- 
ber of them, putting them in a uniform 
and giving them outside roundsmen’s work 
in precincts. A radical remedy would have 
to come from the Legislature.” 

The Commissioner made the following 
statement about his p for an Italian 
branch of the police service: 

“IT have made arrangements to utilize 
the Italians on the police force in the con- 
gested Italian districts. We have also es- 
tablished a small staff of Italians for gen- 
eral work under the direction of Detective 
Sergeant Petrosino. The number of Italians 
on the force is not large, and I would be 
glad to see more of these people take the 
civil service examination for appointment 
as patrolmen, so that their numbers on the 
police force would be somewhat proportion- 
ate to the large Italian population. 


WANTS ITALIANS TO CO-OPERATE. 


“The trouble now is that an Italian 
criminal at once seeks refuge behind racial 
and national sympathy, and many of his 
countrymen, otherwise honest, believe it a 
sort of patriotic duty to shield him from 
the officers of the law. The police work 
with the Italians, even at its best, will 
not get the results desired, unless it is 
followed up by a moral movement on 
the part of the better class of Italians 
and the Italian newspapers. 

f “The honest Italian must be made to 
understand that the police are not his ene- 
mies, but his friends, and that his first 
duty as a good citizen is to help us in 
enforcing the law, especially against his 
own countrymen. Decent, honest and hard 
working Italians ought to ostracize those 
men of their nationality who go around 
habitually carrying pistols and knives. No 
honest Italian needs a knife or pistol in 
New York. The police duty at present 
is to unrelentingly pursue this criminal 
element. I invite any Italian who is 
threatened to come to this headquarters 
or the nearest police station, and we will 
give him every possible protection. The | 
worst about it now is that they conceal | 
these threats and yield to the blackmail. 
‘I hope for good results from this police 
Italian organization, which I am this day 
putting in force. We hope to be able to 
list the criminal Italians the same as we 
do with suspected places.” 

NO POLITICS IN DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. “McAdoo denied absolutely the charge 
that politics was a factor in present police 
conditions. 

“If there are any screws loose ‘in the 
machine,” he added, “I'd tighten them up 
if they have not been tightened when I 


come to them, and I’m going to get all the 
good out of it it’s possible to get.’’ 

Mr. McAdoo denied that he was in China- 
town “inspecting the lid’’ recently. “TI 
was,”’ he remarked, smiling broadly, “‘ there 
some time ago and met ‘Chuck’ Connors, 
whom I rec from his pictures in the 
newspapers. I told him so, and ‘ Chuck’ 
replied promptly: 

“*Well, they bumped you up a few all 
right, ail right, didn’t they?’ ”’

Democrats, Though, Gain 24 Per Cent. to 
Republicans’ 5—President’s Message. 


PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 13.—Returns from 
the towns in the backwocds to-day and a 
careful revision of last night’s figures 
place the Republican plurality in yester- 
day’s State election at about 27,000. 

Returns from 450 cities, towns, and plan- 
tations out of 522 give William T. Cobb, Re- 
publican, 75,954: Cyrus W. Davis, Democrat, 
50,017. The same places in 1900 gave Hill, 
Republican, 72,541; Lord, Democrat, 39,714. 
The Republican gain over 1900 is now esti- 
mated at 5 per cent. and the Democratic 
gain at 24 per cent. Additional returns in 
the Congressional districts have not altered 
the result, all four Congressmen being re- 
turned by pluralities ranging from 5,000 to 
7,000. 

Next year’s Senate will probably stand 
27 Republicans and 4 Democrats, as against 
29 Republicans and 1 Democrat in the last 
Legislature. It is estimated that the House 
will be 121 Republicans and 30 Democrats. 
The last House stood 131 Republicans and 
20 Democrats. The heaviest Democratic 
gains were in Cumberland County. The

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—It was stated 


to-night ie high official in the Adminis- 
tration tha®#the Lena would be dismantled 
and lie at San Francisco until after the 
close of the war between Japan and Russia. 

The solution of the problem that was 
suddeily thrust on this Government by the 
appearance of the Lena at San Francisco 
is now in the hands of the State Depart- 
ment. The confusjon as to the authority 
of the State, Navy, Treasury, and Com- 
merce and Labor Departments was to-day 


straightened out. 

The proclamation of the President issued 
Feb. 11 was pron.ulgated ,to collectors and 
other officials by Secretary Cortelyou as 
a matter coming directly under the naviga- 
tion laws, and therefore the Collector of 
San Francisco should have reported to the 
Department of Commerce. The Treasury 
and Commerce Departments will hereafter 
act in an auxiliary capacity in the matter, 
the State Department taking charge of the 
incident, and the navy being looked to to 
enforce any decision that may not be 
obeyed by the Captain of the Lena. 

Acting Secretary of State Adee and Sec- 
retary Morton had a long conference this 
afternoon, but no final decision in the case 
was reached. Further information as to the 
condition of the vessel will be sought be- 
fore any notification is given to the Cap- 
tain of the Lena. It is the opinion of Sec- 
retary Morton and his advisers that the 
Russians will elect to stay in San Fran- 
cisco rather than try to put their ship in 
a seaworthy condition and undertake to 
prey on commerce. 


Doubt as to Her Errand. 


i There is a good deal of doubt as to just 
' what the errand of the Lena this way may 
have been. There is a disposition to think, 
as one navy official expressed it, that at 
first she started to prey on merchantmen, 
and later, being unfit for sea, she began to 
pray for a harbor. 
| A telegram from Admiral Goodrich, at 
San Francisco, shows that on his own initi- 
ative he had caused one of his expert of- 
ficers to make a premilinary examination 
of the Lena, and that temporary repairs 
would _occupy_ six weeks’ timepeand new 
boilers would involve eight mon delay. 

i The Russian Ambassador has not been 
heard from at the State Department. Min- 
ister Takahira had a long talk with Mr. 
Adee to-day, and stated the position of his 
Government very much as it was mani- 
fested in the Shanghai case. Japan expects 
us to send the Lena to sea within a brief 
time or compel her to dismantle. 

The question as to what will be done with 
the crew of the Lena has been considered 
without any conclusion being reached. It is 
not unlikely that the men will be kept at 
San Francisco with the vessel until the end 
of the war. Japan would object to their 
being allowed to go home to be sent again 
to fight the Japanese Navy. An alternative 
will be allowed to the Captain of the Lena. 
He may coal his ship and take a reasonable 
time, probably two months, to repair his

Up to the pres- 
ent time an ordinary engagement between 
Russians and Japanese, with a few bat- 
teries throwing shelis back and forth, has 
not sufficed to drive these enterprising 
Manchurians from their homes. They hover 
about the scene of fighting, playing the 
part of scavengers. 


Manchurians Reb Wounded. 


They strip the battlefields of every ves- 
tige of débris, rob the wounded, and take 
the clothing from the dead. They even 
have been seen between the firing gathering 
cartridges. This morning their exodus was 
taken to indicate that they expected even 
greater dangers. d 

Some of the newspaper correspondents 
and miltary attachés who were assigned to 
Gen. Kuroki’s headquarters rode forward 
to division headquarters. Here they were 
requested to return, and the reason given 
was that it was too dangerous for them. 
This request to go back led to surmises 
that the Japanese were considering the pos- 
sibility of retreat, and that they did not 
want to be incumbered with ‘unnecessary 
persons. 

Most of the villages had been turned into 
hospitals, and hundreds of wounded were 
seen, who told fearful stories of the night 
fighting. 

The afternoon of Sept. 3 was compara- 
tively quiet, and the Russian fire decreased. 
Japanese officers thought from the hap- 
hazard Way in which the Russians threw 
their shells where there were no- targets 
that they were trying to frighten the Japa- 
nese to cover their retreat. To this the 
Japanese guns made occasional reply. The 
work of the previous four days must have 
been a severe strain on the guns and gun- 
ners of both armies, and must have de- 
pleted the supplies of ammunition. 


Kuroki in Difficult Position. 


There was almost no infantry firing dur- 
ing the day of the 3d. It was explained 
that the Japanese advance had been ham- 
pered by the high corn, which made it im- 
possible for them to see the Russian posi- 
tions. y 

The Japanese line advanced to the west- 
ward only a half mile during the day, and 
it became evident that the Russian Army 
facing Gen. Kuroki was too large to war- 
rant the Japanese in attempting to attack 
it, and that Kuroki probably would be 
fortunate if he were able to hold his 
ground, 

The night of the 3d a great glow shone 
over the hills to the southwest, and it was 


surmised that the Russians were burning’ 


Liao-Yang. The morning of the 4th was 
intolerably hot, and an ominous quiet 
reigned. The Russian guns beyond the 
hills in front of Gen. Kuroki’s army boomed 
at intervals. The members of the General 
Staff obviously were worried. They spent 
the morning, as they had the previous 
afternoon, in looking through telescopes 
toward the northwest, and it was evident 
that they expected a movement in that 
direction, 


Japanese Communications Cut. 


It became known that Gen. Kuroki’s com- 
munication with the other Japanese armies 
had been cut. There was no knowledge 
as to how the tide of battle went with them, 
but the Russian force in front of Gen. 
Kuroki was estimated to number at least 
five divisions, (75,000 to 100,000 men.) 

The situation of the brigade on Gen. 
Kuroki’s extreme right became critical. It 
was thought that the Russians might at- 
tempt to cut off Gen. Kuroki by a turn- 
ing movement through the gap between his 
and the fourth army (Gen. Nodzu's) toward 
Anping, where the only Japanese forces for 
several miles were some regiments of cav- 
alry patrolling the valley of the Tai-Tse 
River. 

In the course of the afternoon the pros- 
pect brightened, and it rapidly became 
known that a fresh brigade had rein- 
forced the right of the line. Gen. Kuroki 
eoncentrated his army by ordering in the 
left division to reinforce the troops then 
holding the front from Syk-wa-tun to the 
“ Five-Headed Hills.” The 
made a forced ‘march as fast as it could 
under the extreme heat, crossing the 
Tai-Tse River over a pontoon bridge to the 
left of the hill, where Gen. Kuroki had 
stationed himself, and pushing forward into 
the plain, During all the 4th the firing 
was suspended. 


Kuroki Begins Pursuit. 


The silence and suspense came to an end 
at 5 o’clock in the evening. At this hour 
the members of the staff became galyanized 
into activity, Couriers galloped forward, 
and Gen. Fujii announced that the army 
would begin the pursuit of the enemy. 

Close upon his words the Japanese bat- 
teries began a brisk pounding. The left 
wing swept toward the railroad and the 
entire line advanced, meeting a lively rifle- 
fire from the Russian rear guard. To this 
the Japanese replied, and the engagement 
was continued until nightfall. 

On Sunday morning Gen. Kyroki rode for- 
ward to Heyingtai Hill. He passed through 
the Chinese villages deserted by their in- 
habitants and filled with Japanese 
wounded. He passed many mounds where 
fires burmed over the dead, and hundreds 
of fresh and hastily dug graves. The fields 
had been trampled into bogs by the fighting 
men, and were strewn with the débris of 
both armies.

attacks made, and the different points from 
which these assaults had been attempted. 
Close to the summit of the hill were the 
bodies of two hundred dead Russians. They 
lay as they had fallen, their rifles in their 
hands or on the ground near them. It ap- 
peared that these men had attempted to ad- 
vance in open order, and that the entire 
line had been mowed down by the Japanese 
fire when it was almost upon the trenches. 

Many other corpses strewed the fields be- 
low the hills. Many Shells had fallen on 
the hill, tearing pits and furrows in the 
ground. Fragments of steel were every- 
where under foot. Several Russian drums, 
two or three hundred Russian rifles, and @ 
number of cooking pots, all torn and shat- 
tered by shot and shell, were lying around. 
Bayonets were twisted and broken, and on 
the ground there were the remains of uni- 
forms and soldiers’ caps torn by shot and 
soaked in blood. It was impossible to take 
a step without treading on bullets. During 
the Japanese occupation this hill was under 
@ cfoss fire from the Russian batteries at 
Syk-wan-tun. 

The deep ravines on the eastern slope of 
the hill, where there had been galleries of 
shelter pits, had been honeycombed and in- 
describably disfigured by the fierce shell 
fire. It was difficult for an observer to 
believe that an area of equal extent had 
ever before been the scene of such carnage, 
and Heyingtai Hill was only a single point 
of.the battlefield, every part of which had 
been bitterly contested for two days and 
two nights. 


LOSS OF COAL MINES SERIOUS. 


Russia Depended on Them for Fuel for 
Manchuria Railway.

TOKIO, Sept. 13.—It is noted in Tokio 
that Russia depends for coal for the Man- 
churian Railway on three mines at Kai- 
Ping, Yen-Tai, and Wu-Shun. The first 
two are no longer available, the third is 
twenty-three miles éast of Mukden, and 
probably soon will fall into the hands of 
the Japanese. 

News has been officially received at 
Tokio that over forty junks laden with 
beans and cereals have descended the 
Liao River to Ying-Kow since the Rus- 
sian defeat at Liao-Yang. If the Rus- 
Sians retire from Sing-min-Tung, the 
river trade will be completely restored. 

The Japanese press, while congratulat- 
ing the country on the Liao-Yang vic- 
tory, admits its indecisive character and 
acknowledges that the Russians showed 
themselves foes worthy of all respect. 
Kuropatkin, the newspapers say, proved 
himself an able strategist. It is claimed, 
however, that greater results could not 
reasonably have been expected, consid- 
ering the equality of numbers and the 
enormous superiority of the Russian po- 
sition. 


RUSSIANS’ STRONG DEFENSES. 


Formidable Intrenchments Overcome 
by Advancing Japanese. 


HEADQUARTERS SECOND JAPAN- 
ESE ARMY, via Tien-tsin, Sept. 13.--The 
Russian positions in the hills soutn of 
Liao-Yang were stronger than those at 
Nanshan Hill, and more stubbornly de- 
fended. 

A wait of a few days would have al- 
lowed the Japanese to outflank these posi- 
tions with comparatively small losses, but 
the desperate straits of the other Japanese 
armies to the north required that the 
Russian forces facing the second army 
under Gen. Oku be disposed of instantly, 
in order to prevent the sending of rein- 
forcements to the Russians Opposing the 
other commanders. 

The capture of Liao-Yang was accom- 
plished only after nine days of desperate 
fightng on the part of the second, or left, 
Japanese army under the command of Gen, 
Oku. During this time, while the artillery 
arm carried out its part of the greatest 
artillery duel the world has ever seen, 
there occurred the hardest fighting and 
the most desperate infantry charges of 
modern times. 

After the retirement from Anshanshan on 
Aug. 26, the main force of Russians reached 
in safety the strongly fortified positions 
in the Shou-shan-pao hills, eight miles 
south of Liao-Yang. This Russian position 
was the strongest the. enemy had held 
up to that time. It consisted of three 
hills, averaging 300 feet high, all fortified 
with very strong intrenchments, connected 
each one with a covered way leading 
back to a bomb-proof capable of holding 
all the men engaged in working the guns. 
This bomb-proof was so skillfully hidden 
that the Japanese coulg not locate it ac- 
curately during the three days’ fighting 
that ensued. 

The Japanese guns on Aug. 31 were 
hidden under ripening corn eight feet high, 
and they were hardly visible to the enemy, 
who searched the cornfields with shrapnel. 
As the morning wore on, the Japanese 
brought into action four fifteen centimeter 
guns captured from the Russians at Nan- 
shan hill, using in them against the Rus- 
sian position ammunition taken from the 
enemy. These guns and their ammunition 
had been drawn by hand over the rail- 
road for nearly 200 miles. 

When the Japanese had gained the hill on 
the Russian extreme left, in spite of strong 
wire entanglements, military pits, and ex- 
ploding mines, they attacked on Sept. 1 the 
centre Russian position. This was a hill 
defended by three lines of intrenchments. 
The bottom of the hill was defended by wire 
entanglements, pits, and ditches. Japanese 
engineers cut the entanglements after ter- 
rible slaughter, one detachment losing 
seventy-seven out of eighty men. The men 
of Nagoya, the flower of the second army 
were assigned to charge this hill, and took 
the trenches at the point of the bayonet. 
As the Japanese left advanced the night 
of Sept. 2 it discovered a strong Russian 
position on the plain, and at the same time 
it was learned that these defenses ran 
across the plain for several miles. The 
Russian position on the plain was scored 
with trenches and fortifications. At one 
potnt the trenches occupied by the Rus- 
sians were permanent works of immense 
strength, capable of protecting an entire 
brigade and absolutely unassailable. It was 
only by forcing back the Russian right by 
a desperate rush that the Japanese were 


able to make the Russians retire from this 


excelient position. Fully five miles of cov- 
ered and connecting trenches gave the 
Russians an opportupity to retire to the 
city with little loss. —

~ OF RUSSIA AND GERMA 


Writer in London Times Says It 
Concerns the Far East. 


DEPENDS ON JAPAN’S DEFEAT 


Kaiser in That Event Looks for Free 
Hand in China at the Expense 
of Great Britain.

LONDON, Sept. 14.—The Times this 
morning publishes an article entitled 
“Russia and Germany,” in which the 
writer discusses the relations between 
the two countries, chiefly with respect to 
the Far Eastern war. 

He says that in all that concerns the 
Far East these relations are growing 
much closer and more intimate than 
those between St. Petersburg and Paris. 
Germany, he says, has had opportunities 
which France has not enjoyed of render- 
ing valuable services to Russia, and he 
adds: 

“Certainly everything a most benevo- 
lent and elastic interpretation of neu- 
trality could possibly allow has been done 
by Germany to help Russia in her hour 
of need.” 

The writer thinks the foundations of 
the rapprochement he speaks of were 
laid by the Emperor and that the under- 
standing took definite shape at the time 
of the commercial negotiations Witte 
conducted with the German Chancellor in 
July. 

German friendliness for Russia may be 
said to be based on the expectation that 
Russia eventually will triumph over Ja- 
pan and be a great ruling power in 
the Far East, and thus be in a position 
to aid Germany in securing to her a free 
hand for carrying out her scheme of 
weltpolitik on the lines of least resist- 
ance in China, where she will come in 
contact only with British interests. The 
writer concludes: 

“Official démentis no doubt will be 
issued to controvert this statement, but 
students of contemporary history have 
not forgotten that Germany already once 
before concluded a reinsurance treaty 
with Russia, of which the secret was for 
years preserved by the two contracting 
parties until the old German Chancellor, 
after his fall, revealed it for his own 
purposes. ; 

“The importance of the new engage- 
ments betweén Berlin and St. Petersburg 
exceeds that of Bismarck’s reinsurance 
treaty in the same measure and scope as 
William’s weltpolitik exceeds that of old 
Bismarckian diplomacy, which mainly 
was confined to the European balance of 
power.” 


KUROPATKIN, FALLEN IDOL. 


Discredited in Eyes of Public—Battle 
at Mukden Expected. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 14.—The con- 
tinued delay.in the receipt here of anything 


in¢- like-adetetled official account either of the 


battle of Liao-Yang or of the present situa- 
tion at the front is proving more irritating 
to the public of St. Petersburg than any 
previous phase of the war, and-has given 
rise to numerous alarmist stories of the 
alleged precarious situation of Gen. Kuro- 
patkin’s army. 

None of these stories, however, is trace- 
able to any authentic source. The fact 
seems to be that military operations in the 
neighborhood of Mukden are almost su3- 
pended on account of the effect of the rains 
upon the roads. 

There is no current news to record, while 
if Gen. Kuropatkin has transmitted any 
full account of the recent great battle it 
has not been allowed to circulate. The per- 
sistent silence is doing more than anything 
else to discredit the Russian Commander 
in Chief in the eyes of the public, with 
whom he has heretofore been an almost 
deified hero. 


Apprehensive of China. 


Reports that the Chinese are making 
preparations to occupy conquered territory 
are creating some uneasiness, for China 
has been all along an uncertain quantity 
from which any development or complica- 
tion might be expected. 

The logical belief always has been that 
China would endeavor to the utmost to re- 
frain from taking sides in the present con- 
flict in order that she might be in a posi- 
tion to make the best terms possible with 
the ultimate victor; but it is realized that 
a continued Japanese advance into the heart 
of Manchuria might exert a powerful in- 
fluence upon both the Chinese peasantry 
and the near-by, ill-controlled regular 
troops, which the weak central Government 
at Peking might find it difficult to curb, 
thereby precipitating serious complications 
upon the scene of actual hostilities. 

The authorities here are unanimously of 
the opinion that Gen. Kuropatkin will not 
withdraw from Mukden without accepting 
battle, It is expected that he will leave 
50,000 men to defend Mukden while the 
remainder of his army retires to Tie Pass. 
It is believed that he has over 200,000 men. 
The General Staff said to-day that since 
the battle of Liao-Yang he had been re- 
inforced by two army corps. It is sup- 
posed that the reinforcements of artillery 
amount to fully 300 guns. 

The report persists, although there is 
nothing official to confirm it, that Gen. 
Kuropatkin has recommended the trial by 
court-martial of Major Gen. Orloff, upon 
whose failure to carry out his orders the un- 
success of Gen. Kuropatkin’s plans against 
Gen. Kuroki at the most critical hour of 
the battle of Liao-Yang is attributed. 


Czar Keenly Disappointed. 


According to a statement made by a per- 
sonage connected with the Emperor’s sur- 
rounding, Kuropatkin had assured his Maj- 
esty of his ability to accept battle and de- 
feat the Japanese at Liao-Yang, and for this 
reason the Emperor’s disappointment is all 
the more keen and his dissatisfaction at the 
outcome all the greater.

“JAPANESE CASUALTIES. 
Nearer 30,000 Than 17,000 Lost in 
Battle, Says Mr. Burleigh. 


LONDON, Sept. 13.—Bennet Burleigh, 
cabling from Tien-Tsin to The Daily Tele- 
graph, insists that the Japanese casualties 
in the battle of Liao-Yang were nearer 30,- 
000 than 17,000. Mr. Burleigh declares that 
there is no evidence that the Russians used 
‘dum-dum bullets. 

The dispatch says: “‘ The Japanese, who 
are bad horsemasters, have many thousands 
of animals foundered, terribly galled, and 
sored. Reinforcements both of men and 
horses, however, are being hastened north- 
ward. ‘The Mikado’s troops hold secretly 
but strongly all the districts to the north 
along the Liao River up to Sinmintin. I 
believe the Chunchuses are organizing for 
some important operations north of Muk- 
den. 

“Oyama was overheard to say at Liao- 
Yang that stubborn as Kuropatkin is, he 


must now be in a desperate condition and 


aware that his game will not do. Whatever 
corps Russia may mobilize, Japan can du- 
plicate them with better troops put into the 
field more quickly.” 

Mr. Wallace, correspondent of a San 
Francisco newspaper, who has just recov- 
ered from a dangerous illness, complains 
of gross neglect at the hands of the Jap- 
anese army doctors.

GREAT DROUGHT IN EUROPE. 


Long-Lost Treasure Laid Bare in the 
Elbe—Mills and Factories Closed. 


BOSTON, Sept. 13.—A report to the 
American Board from the Rev. J. 8. Por- 
ter, its missionary in Schemmel, Bohemia, 
states that tne whole heart of Europe, 
particularly Bohemia and Moravia, is suf- 
fering from the most severe drought with- 
in the memory of any one living. Pota- 
toes and many other crops are a failure. 
The sugar beet crops are so light that 
many sugar factories will not be opened 
this year. The price of flour has increased 
over 30 per cent. 

Forest fires are of frequent occurrence. 

The Elbe is so low that for six weeks no 
steamers have been able to move, and in 
many places one can wade across the river. 
Considerable long-lost treasure is being 
found in the river bottom. Near Boden- 
bach, in the Elbe a rock has been uncov- 
ered which bears the inscription in Ger- 
man, dating back to 1800: “ When you see 
me then weep.” 

Mills and factories stand idle and thou- 
sands who usually find employment on all 
sorts of boats on the Elbe are now out of 


work.

POWERS ASKED TO STOP 
RUSSO-JAPANESE WAR 


inter-Parliamentary Union Urges 
Offer of Mediation. 


APPEAL TO MR. ROOSEVELT 


President Requested to Summon Second 
Session of Hague Conference—Called 
Champion of International Justice. 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 13.—The Inter-Parlia- 
mentary Union, whose mission to the 
United States is to advance the cause of 
peace and bring about, if possible, uni- 
versal international arbitration, took up in 
earnest to-day the important matters be- 
fore it. The session was held in the Hall 
of Congresses at the World’s Fair. 

The following telegram was sent to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt: 


The twelfth Inter-Parliamentary Congress, 
composed of representatives of fifteen parlia- 
ments, at the commencement of its deliberations 
sends its respectful and cordial salutations to 
the President of the great American Republic, 
It considers itself most fortunate to have the 
opportunity of holding its sessions in a country 
whoss Chief Magistrate is considered by all the 
nations a champion of international justice.

Comte Goblet d’Alviella of Belgium pre- 
sented this resolution calling for inter- 
vention in the Russo-Japanese war. It 


reads: 


The Inter-Parliamentary conference, shocked 
by the horrors of the war that is being waged 
in the Far East betwe2n two civilized states, 
and deploring that the powers signatory of the 
convention of The Hague have been unable to 
have recourse to the clauses thersof, which di- 
rect them to tender their mediation immediately 
upon the outbreak of hostilities, asks the powers 
signatory of the convention of The Hague to 
intervene either jointly or separately with the 
belligerents in order to facilitate the restora- 
tion of peace, or instruct the Inter-Parliamentary 
bureau to bring the present resolution to the 
knowledge of said powers. 


Comte d’Alviella, in presenting the reso- 
lution, used these words: 

‘“‘I trust we shall render Russia a great 
favor in helping her out of her difficulties. 
As to Japan, I am one of those who have 
thought from the outset that the existence 
of a strong Japanese empire in the Far 
East may become a factor in the equili- 
brium of the world, provided this empire 
stands, not as a new factor of war, but 
as an element of peace and civilization.” 

In closing he urged that the President of 
the United States was quite the proper per- 
son to tender mediation. The resolution 
was adopted. 

Congressman Burton of Cleveland pre- 
sented a resolution asking President Roose- 
velt to call a second session of The Hague 
Conference. The resolution was enthusi- 
astically adopted.

SEIZURE ON LA TOURAINE.

MILITIA OFFICERS TO BE TRIED, 


Court-Martial for Five Who Failed. te 
Stop Statesborough Lynchers.

ATLANTA, Ga, Sept. 13.—Gov. Terrell 
kas ordered the court-martial of all the 
State militia officers save one who were 
in command of the troops at Statesborough 
at the time the mob disarmed the militia 

and burned the negroes Reid and Cato. 

The court-martial will take up the cases 
cf Capt. Hitch, who was in command of all 
the troops, and of Lieuts. Melt, Griner, 
Morrison, and Cone. Lieut. McIntyre, the 
only officer who made any real resistanca, 
and who was badly wounded while fighting 
the mob, was completely exonerated by the 
report of the board of inquiry. 

The conclusion of the board is that the 
troops could have taken the prisoners from 


the mob, even after they left the Court 
House had vigorous efforts been used in- 
stead of no attempt at all. 

The court-martial will begin in Savannah 
on Sept. 29. Col. Clifford L. Anderson of 
Atlanta, who commanded a Georgia regt- 
ment at Manassas, will preside.

LETTERS TO REFORM CLUB 


Big Majority Would Cut Duties on 
Trust-Made Products Sold 
Cheap Abroad. 


Believing that the tariff issue was never 
more important or pressing than at the 
present time, and that it should be vigor- 
ously urged during the pending campaign, 
the Tariff Committee of the Reform Club 
recently addressed a letter of inquiry to 
the editors of Democratic and independent 
newspapers throughout the Northern and 
Wesfern States for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the Democratic and independent 
consensus on this question. 

T letter, inclosing question blanks, 
Went to twenty-three States, and was sent 
out ten days ago. It should be mentioned 
that many newspapers classified as ‘‘ inde- 
pendent’ in the newspaper directory are 


really strongly partisan Republican news- 
papers, and this fact should be kept in 
mind when considering the answers. 

Answers have so far been received from 
812 editors and replies are still coming in 
at the rate of 10 to 15 daily. Put in tab- 
ular form the answers to the different 
questions are as follows: 


'_ 1. Do you favor tariff revision? Yes, 726. 
No, 41. Doubtful, 45. 

2. If so, to what extent? Thorough re- 
vision, 522. Doubtful, 164. Unanswered, 126. 

3. Should raw materials be free? Yes, 529. 
In part, 66. Conditional, 56. Doubtful, 59. 
No, 38 

4. Should the tariff be greatly reduced on 
trust products sold cheaper to foreigners 
than to Americans? Yes, 713. Abolished en- 
tirely, 98. Doubtful, 33. No, 29. 

5.-Is it wise, in your opinion, to make 
tariff reform on issue in the present cam- 
paign? Yes, 5¥1. Doubtful, 79. No, 77. 

6. Should this committee decide to supply 
copy for special articles, showing the evils 
and abuses of our present tariff, woull 
you care to have it sent to you? Yes, 630, 
Conditional, 19. Doubtful, 14. No, 100, 


Many editors neglected to answer some of 
the questions. Nearly all who said “No” 
to the first four questions indicated by their 
answers that they were more Republican 
than independent in their politics. 

Omitting the virtually Republican edi- 
tors and the few who replied but did not 
make specific answers, the Democratic and 
independent editors of the country appear 
to be almost unanimously in favor of tariff 
reduction. Nearly all want to curb the 
trusts by greatly reducing or by abolishing 
duties on trust-made goods. About three- 
fourths of all favor free raw materials. 
Nearly all think the tariff should be an is- 
sue this year, and a large vroportion of 
these think that it should be the paramount 
issue. Nearly all are anxious to obtain 
tariff reform articles for publication in their 
papers. 

In the opinion of the*Committee on Tariff 
Reform the demand for tariff revision was 
never. stronoger than at present, This 
demand is about equally strong in all 
States. The West, however, appears. to 
favor more radical revision.

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JUDGE PARKER COMING 
TO NEW YORK TO-MORROW 


Will Meet Mr. Davis, Senator Gor- 
man, and Other Leaders. 


TO STAY IN TOWN A DAY 


Letter of Acceptance Will Be Issued 
Probably Not Later Than Middle of 
Next Week—Visitors at 
Rosemount.

ROSEMOUNT, Esopus, N. Y., Sept. 13.— 
Judge Parker will go to New York on 
Thursday and expects to return on Friday. 
No announcement has been made, how- 
ever, as to his particular purpose in going, 
nor his arrangements for the trip. . 

There is no doubt, though, that he 
shall confer with Vice Presidential Candi- 
date Davis, Senator Gorman, Chairman 
Taggart, and other leaders, who may be in 
the city, but the place of meeting has not 
been announced. This trip will be Judge 
Parker's first political expedition to New 
York since his nomination. 

No announcement has been made as to 
when Judge Parker’s letter of acceptance 
will be issued, but the candidate and his 
official aides are working hard on the 
document, and it will be made public prob- 
ably not later than the middle of next 
week. 

Congressman Henry T. Rainey of the 
Twentieth Illinois District was the first 
calier to-day. The Congressman has been 
renominated and his election is conceded. 
He told Judge Parker that the Harrison and 
Hopkins factions now were working in 
harmony. 

John Cadwallader of Philadelphia and 
George W’. Guthrie of Pittsburg. both law- 
yers, came to Esopus to-day and offered 
Judge Parker their support. A delegation 
representin the Parker clubs’ at Law- 
rence and Cedarhurst, L. IL, also called 
on the candidate. 

Results of the Maine election are grat- 
ifying to the candidate and his political 
fricnds who visited Rosemount to-day. 
Judge Parker has not discussed the election 
nor commented for publication on the re- 
turns, but those who have talked with him 
say that he is greatly pleased at the large- 
ly increased Democratic vote, and feels 
that there was a sentiment displayed there 
which may be expected to develop through- 
out the country and show in more material 
form in doubtful States. 

it will probably be decided to-morrow 
whether Judge Parker is to take the stump 
this Fall, and, if he does, just where and 
when he is to make addresses. When Judge 
Parker arrives here to-morrow he will find 
all of the big party leaders ready to con- 
fer with him on that and other questions. 

Daniel McConville, who is in charge of the 
speakers’ bureau, said last night that Judge 
Parker would take the stump. Among the 
other prominent Democrats who will make 
addresses, according to his announcement, 
are: ex-President Cleveland, William J. 
Bryan, John G. Carlisle, Richard Olney, 
Gen. Miles, and a long list of Senators. 

Leaders at Democratic Headquarters yes- 
terday expressed themselves as very well 
pleased with the latest returns from Maine.

The Republican National Committee yes- 
terday issued a statement in which it was 
said that its representatives had inter- 
viewed 160 bankers now here for the con- 
vention of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, and that 114 were for Roosevelt and 
46 for Parker. 

“T consider that a rattling good campaign 
argument for our side, even conceding that 
the poll was an impartial one,’’ said Demo- 
cratic Chairman Taggart, when he learned 
of the result, ‘“‘ and I believe we will use it 
in some way.

DENOUNCED BY EXTRA 
SESSION HE CALLED 


Rhode Island Governor Condemned 
by Legislative Resolution. 


HIS REFORM BILLS IGNORED 


Stormy Session One Day Long—Garvin 
Summoned It to Break Up “ Rot- 
ten Borough” System.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Sept. 13.—The State 
General Assembly, summoned in extraor- 
dinary session by Gov. Garvin to pass some 
reform measures, met to-day, amd after a 
stormy and exciting afternoon frustrated 
his purpose by adjourning and issuing reso- 
lutions condemning him for calling the 
extra session. 

The session was called for the purpose 
of passing several measures favored by 
the’ Democratic leaders to break the grip 
of the Brayton Kepublican machine upon 
the State. : 

Despite the Republican majority, the 
Democrats had one advantage. Gov. Garvin 
is the presiding official of the Upper House, 
with the power of recognition. 

The Governor’s message announced as 
the object of the session the passage of the 
following bills: 

An amendment to the Constitution estab- 
lishing the initiative and referendum. It 
provides that 5,000 voters may by petition 
propose an amendment to the Constitution, 
which must be voted upon at the next elec- 
tion. If this measure were passed it would 
enable the submission of an amendment 
which would do away with the present sys- 
tem of representation, which the Demo- 
crats say is a ‘“‘rotten borough” system 
and throttles the popular will. 

An amendment giving registry voters the 
right to vote in the election of city coun- 
cils. Gov. Garvin says that three-fifths of 
the voters in cities are denied the right to 
vote for those officials wno are nearest

ExSenator Hill in Town to Consult 
Leaders Here. 


MURPHY WOULD BE IN LINE 


Conference May Take Up State Siate— 
Effect of a Whirlwind Campaign 
Considered. 


The name of William Travers Jerome fig- 
ured more prominently in the gossip about 
the Democratic Gubernatorial nomination 
yesterday than at any time since his boom 
was launched. There were those in the 
councils of the party and high enough to 
give their views weight who expressed the 
positive opinion that the District Attorney 
would be the nominee next week and that 
ex-Senator Hill's long talk with Judge 
Parker at Esopus on Monday contained not 
n little that had to do with Jerome’s nomi- 
nation. 

Mr. Hill arrived in this city late last 
night. but he was inaccessible and saw none 
of the leaders )}.efore retiriug. He will ccon- 
sult with them te-day, when it ts believed 
that a State slate may be fixed up. It is 
possible, too, that Mr. Hill may see Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome. 

Charles F. Murnhy was asked vesterday 
ahout reports that ue had said he would 
oppose Mr. Jerome's nomination and wsuld 
not support him. 

“ff never said 
said Mr. Murphy. 

“Is that to be construed that you favor 
Jerome for Governor?’’ he was asked. 

“If Jerome is nominated, he will receive 
the loyal support of Tammany Hall,’’ was 
the reply. ‘‘We will work just as hard 
for him as we would for any candidate 
that the convention nominated. Tammany 
bas no candidate of its own. It will sup- 
port the man nominated by the party at 
Saratoga.”’ 

“Do you favor a plank in the platform 
calling for the repeal of the Raines law?” 
he was asked. 

“Of course I do,”’ 
staring hard at his questioner. 
something harder.’’ 

A prominent member of the Democratic 


Committee said that while he would be 
somewhat surprised if Mr. Hill should de- 
elare for Jerome, for reasons which might 
easily be guessed, yet, on the other hand, 
there were good reasons why Jerome would 
make a good candidate. 

“There is no getting away from the fact 
that if Jerome adopted the game tactics as 
when he ran for District Attorney,” said 
this man, “the campaign would get an 
infusion of ginger that it is badly in need of. 
When Jerome ran for District Attorney in 
the Low campaign every one of the wise- 
acres thought he would just about pull 
through, when, as a matter of fact, he ran 
away ahead of his ticket. 

“With a whirlwind campaign like that; it 
is not far from a certainty that Jerome 
could make the State safely Democratic 
for the whole ticket. He is popular up the 
State, ana would get loyal support here. 
In the final figuring on nominees it 
wouldn’t be well for a good guesser to 
leave Mr. Jerome out of the calculations.” 

So far as developed yesterday, the ohly 
wing of Tammany Hall that is opposed to 
Mr. Jerome is the Sullivan clique. Timothy 
D. stated several days ago that it would 
be political suicide to nominate the District 
Attorney. He refused, yesterday, however,

Better and Worse Than His Party, He 
Tells Connecticut Convention. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 13.—In a speech 
defending the Republican Administration, 
Senator Orville H. Platt, as temporary 
Chairman, awakened much enthusiasm at 
the opening of the Republican State Con- 
vention in the Auditorium to-night. 

The indications to-night were that Lieut. 
Gov. Henry Roberts will be nominated-to- 


morrow for Governor on the first ballot. 
For the second place Col. Rollin S. Wood- 
ruff of New Haven will be named. 

Senator Platt said in part: 

“Benjamin Harrison in his last annual 
message called attention to the fact that 
the Nation had reached the high water 
mark of prosperity. During Democratic Ad- 
ministration it reached the low water mark 
of adversity. 

“That even lower depths of uncertainty, 
Want, and loss were not reached, we freely 
attribute to the fact that its President 
was better than his party in all respects 
but one.

All Was Lovely Monday Night. 


When Gov. Odell went to bed last night he 
was serenely confident he was the absolute 
master of the situation, and could nominate 


whomsoever he pleased. He had heard from 
sixty of the sixtv-... 

and the leaders of fifty-four of the sixty 
had given him their assurance that they 
would be for Higgins or for Hendricks, as 
he preferred. 

The inclination of the Governor-Chairman 
was for Higgins. The serious consideration 
of Mr. Hendricks’s name was due to the 
fact that some of the Governor's friends 
and advisers had declared to him that it 
was their belief that Hendricks would be a 
better man to nominate than Higgins for 
the reason that Hendricks, in their opinion, 
Was a man who knew his mind better than 
Higgins did, and was to be relied upon in a 
troublesome situation. 

Higgins, they said, was a man who was 
highly sensitive to criticism. If he were 
elected Governor, and any policy which the 
organization favored was subiected to as- 
sault, they were inclined to think he would 
waver.

Higgins Dodged the Conference. 


When Senator Platt was made anxious 
about his hold in the organization, owing 
to the information which had come to him 
of the growing influence of Gov. Odell, he 
called a conference of his followers to 


meet at the Fifth Avenue Hotel one Sun- 
day afternoon, Among those who were 
invited to the conference were Lieut-Gov. 
Higgins and Francis Hendricks. 

iggins, who had always been recognized 
as more a Platt man than an Odell man, 
stayed away from the conference. He 
realized that the differences between the 
Senator and the Governor had reached 
the acute stage, and that either one or the 
other of them must be declared absolute 
leader. 

It was decidedly uncertain at that time 
which one of them would triumph, and so 
Mr. Higgins concluded to remain neutral. 
Later he went to see Senator Platt and told 
the Senator that he was mistaken in think- 
ing Gov. Odell had any serious designs to 
undermine his influence in the Republican 
organization. 

he attitude of Gov, Odell toward Senator 
Platt at that time, as Mr. Higgins ex- 
plained it to the Senator, was that of a 
son toward a father. Gov. Odell, he told 
the Senator, had the greatest affection 
for his patron, and would do nothing. to 
hurt him, but at the same time he felt that 
the Senator’s™condition of health did not 
permit him to give the attention to the de- 
tails of the organization which their im- 
portance demanded, and it was for that 
reason alone that he had forced himself to 
the front. . 

Gov. Odell, Mr. Higgins said, would al- 
ways look to the Senator as the wise 
counselor of the party. _The Governor's 
desire was to lessen the Senator’s respon- 
sibility, not his influence. 


Hendricks’s Course Different. 


The pacific words of Mr. Higgins had 
weight with Senator Platt. Buf the friends 
of the Senator took the view that Higgins 
was trying to carry water on both 


shoulders, 
The course of Hendricks, it was recalled 


to the Governor last night, was more manly 


Like Higgins, he had been a friend of Sena- 
tor Platts. but being convinced that the 
Senator was no longer. equal to the burden 
of active party leadership, he went to the 
conference called by Senator Platt and 
boldly expressed that opinion. = 

“You are wrong and Gov. Odell is right, 
were his words to the assembled Platt men. 
“The Senator is too feeble to longer bear 
the strain of actively directing the party 
organization. : 

* Regard for the interests of the organiza- 
tion and kindness toward him both demand 
that we sHould find stronger shoulders on 
which to lay the burden. Gov. Odell is the 
man to unsertane the aaa He has both 
the vigor and the capacity. 

Senator Platt and his friends did not 
agree with Hendricks, but they did not ad- 
mire him any the less for his courage in 
boldly stating his conviction. 

It was for such reasons that some of the 
most important subordinate leaders in the 
organization urged Gov. Odell yesterday to 
aceept Hendricks as the candidate in place 
of Higgins. That was how the Hendricks 
boom started, and it can be said of the 
best of authority that when Gov. Odell re- 
tired last night his mind was not definitely 
made up as to whom he could cast his influ- 
ence for, Higgins or Hendricks. 


Storm Signals in the Morning. 


He was disposed to favor Higgins, but if 
he could have secured an agreement with 
Senator Platt on Hendricks he would have 
done it in a moment. It- was because he 
thought that probably the situation would 


resolve itself in such a way that the selec- 
tion of Hendricks would appear a compro- 
mise that the Governor told his friends last 
night they must not lose sight of Hendricks 
as a probable nominee. " 

Hendricks was not courting the nomina- 
tion. On his return yesterday from_Al- 
bany, where he conferred with Mr. Hig- 
gins, he announced that he was not a can- 
didate and desired to see Mr. Higgins nom- 
inated. He called upon Gov. dell last 
evening to deprecate the mention of his 
name. 

When the leaders and delegates arose this 
morning and after breakfast wandered out 
upon the broad piazzas of the United 
States Hotel to quietly bask in the sunshine 
of a perfect day they soon made the inter- 
esting discovery that the political horizon 
was not as cloudless as the Saratoga sky. 
Evidently the wind had veered sharply 
during the early hours of the mayenine. and 
clouded countenances in the vicinity of 
Gov. Odell and Senator Platt portended the 
storm which was to come. 

‘It’s all up in the air,’’ was the cyclonic 
information that was being passed around. 
When some of the more important leaders 
were pressed for details they said that as 
a result of certain things which had oc- 
curred it was at the time they spoke ex- 
tremely doubtful whether Higgins or Hen- 
dricks would be nominated. There was a 
strong probability of a new man, they said. 

For a time there was much mystery as 
to what had caused the sudden change in 
the political barometer. It was clear that 
it could not have been due to any great de- 
velopments of strength of the Woodruff 
boom, for it was acknowledged by Michael 
J. Dady that on a test vote they could not 
rely on the support of more than nine coun- 
ties. This was but three more than the 
Odell estimate allowed them. 


Higgins:Learns of His Popularity. 


It was not until after the arrival of Lieut. 
Gov. Higgins from Albany on the 11:25 
train that the mystery was cleared up. Mr. 
Higgins went straight from the railroad 
station to the cottage of Senator Platt. 

He remained for about twenty minutes, 


and then went to Gov. Qdell’s cottage. As 
Mr. Higgins, who a few days ago said he 
would not accept the nomination as the 
candidate of a faction, left the rooms of 
the Governor he said: 

‘Since my arrival in, Saratoga I have 
learned that a majority of the delegates 
to the convention favor my nomination for 
Governor. I shall therefore allow my name 
to go before the convention. 

‘“T shall not open any headquarters or 
conduct any campaign for the nomination. 
I am informed that a majority of the dele- 
gates would favor my nomination, irrespect- 
ive of either Gov. Odell or Senator Platt. 

‘“*T shall not be the candidate of any man 
or of any faction. If I am nominated it 
will be because a majority of the dele- 
gates to the convention, expressing their 
own sentiment, feel that I am the man 
they desire as their candidate.”’ 

In view of the fact that Mr. Higgins 
made this statement immediately after he 
had consulted with Gov. Odell and Senator 
Platt and before he had time to consult 
with any of the leaders of the various 
counties, it was clear that his informa- 
tion that he was the choice of the mage 
of the delegates came from Goy. Odell, 
Senator Platt still remaining firm in his 
support of Woodruff. 


Platt Upsets Plan for Conference. 


No sooner had Mr. Higgins left Mr. Odell 
than the Governor came qut of“his rooms 
and went to Senator Pliatt’s cottage, which 
adjoins his own. They were together for 


some time. When the Governor left his 
frowning countenance suggested at once 
that something had gone seriously wrong.

Their’ belief all along has been that 
Mr. Wood@ruff’s friends would have a much 
better chance to assert themselves in con- 
ference than they would in open conven- 
tion. 

It was said by close friends of Senator 
Platt that he had informed Mr. Eigsine 
at their interview that he thought ood- 
ruff would make a stronger candidate than 
he, and that he put a blunt request to 
Mr. Higgins to declare himself out. 
such a request was made it was evident 
from the interview subsequently had with 
Mr. Higgins what the nature of his reply 
had been. 

There cannot be the slightest doubt that 
in a contest Senator Platt would lose. The 
accepted theory of his unexpected attitude 
is that he believes Gov. Odell cannot af- 
ford to make such a fight. realizing that 
if he did the nominee of the convention 
would bear the Odell tag in af unmistak- 
able manner, and that his chances of elec- 
tion in consequence would be reduced to 
the danger point.

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SEEK SUPERVISION 


Vote to Draft Model Law for 
State Legislatures. 


PLEAS FOR CONSERVATISM 


Controller Ridgely Favors Greater 
Restrictions in Address Before 
Trust Company Section 
of Bankers. 


Besides listening to a speech by Controller 
of the Currency Ridgely, the Trust Com- 
pany Section of the American Bankers’ 
Association voted through at its meeting 
yesterday several resolutions that are ex- 
pected to pave the way toward remodeling 
the entire trust company system of the 
United States. 

It was after Controller Ridgely had urged 
greater conservatism in trust company af+ 
fairs that John W. Breidenthal of the Bank- 
ing Trust Company of Kansas City moved 
for a vote expressing the organization’s 
approval of proper supervision over trust 
companies in all States, Festus J. Wade, 


President of the Mercantile Trust Company 
of St. Louis, seconded this proposition, add- 
ing that he hoped for strict Federal super- 
vision very soon. He urged that the trust 
concerns ought to increase their cash re- 
serves, saying: 

“Any one of you who is carrying less 
than 10 or 20 per cent. in your own vaults 
is walking on thin ice. What we want is a 
Congressional act providing a supervision 
as strict as the Natienal banks now have, 
and then our system will become as solid 
and as great as theirs.” 

The members voted unanimously for the 
resolution favoring State supervision. Then 
it was moved to appoint a committee to 
draft & model law and urge its adoption in 
all State Legislatures. F. N. Fries, Presi- 
dent of the Wachorra Loan and Trust Com- 
pany of Winston-Salem, N. C., who had 
delivered an address on “ Conservatism ” 
preceding Mr. Ridgely, approved unifying 
the laws, but John Skelton Williams of 
Richmond, Va, said he thought this im- 
practicable in view of different conditions 
in different States. Mr. McCulloch of Chi- 
cago suggested framing a model law and 
leaving to the good judgment of legislators 
the job of making such changes as would 
be necessary to accommodate local condi- 
tions. 

To Draft a Model Law. 

Finally, on Mr. Wade’s motion, the 
ecutive Committee was empowered to draft 
the law and take such action as it might 
see fit toward obtaining legislative action 
in the different States. Members of the 
cemmittee said later that the matter would 
be pushed to a successful end if the influ- 
ence of an organization representing two 
billion dollars was sufficent to do it. 

Another resolution that may effect an 
important change in business dealings 
throughout the country was a condemna- 
tion of concerns using the word “trust” 
in their names without really exercising 
what are generally considered trust com- 
pany functions. Several of the speakers 
condemned as dangerous the growing ten- 
dency of real trust companies to invade 
such outside fields as insurance, real estate, 
and fidelity bonding. The resolution, unani- 
mously passed, called on the State Gov- 
ernments to pass laws forbidding the use 
of “trust” in the names of those not con- 
servatively entitled to it. 

In the absence of Chairman Breckenridge 
Jones of St. Louls, who could not be here 
on account of his wife’s sudden death, the 
presiding officer of the day Was Clark 
Williams, the sections Executive Commit- 
tee head and a Vice President of the United 
States Mortgage and Trust Company of this 
city. The meeting was held in the ballroom 
of the Waldorf-Astoria. George W. Young, 
President of the same concern, welcomed 
the delegates to New York. He described 
the functions of banks and trust companies 
as co-operative, and not competitive. He 
recalled that the number of trust compa- 
nies twenty years ago was less than 100 
in the United States, but had increased 
beyond 1,000, with a present total capital 
ef more than $5,060,000,000. Nearly $1,000,- 
000,000 of deposits, he said, were in this 
State alone. The interests of these concerns 
bad come to be the same as those of the 
banks. 

Mr. Wade of St. Louis, in responding for 
the visitors, said the trust company system 
already had come to be second only to that 
of the National banks. James R. Branch, 
the Secretary, read his report, emt | 
that the section’s membership had increase 
from 453 to 566 in a year. The Executive 
Committee’s report stated that the or- 
ganization represented companies worth 
about $2,000,000,000, or practically a third of 
all the country’s trust company influence. 

Mr. Fries’s address on “ Conservatism ” 
Was announced as the feature of the pro- 
gramme, and the North Carolinian was ap- 
plauded frequently. 

“The growth of the trust company busi- 
mess,”” he said, “is slow and sometimes 
very discouraging, and there comes to not 
a few the necessity for some means of — 
port. This fact and the temptations to 0 
tain profits cause the management to take 
up Ww ver presents the surest and quick- 
est returns consistent with the charter. It 
may be, and it most frequentty is, bank- 
ing im its various forms, again the buying 
and _selli real estate, the dealing in 
stocks and bonds, or the promotion of some 
enterprise, and thus the trust company be- 
comes in reality a bank of discount, a 
real estate company, a broker's office, or 
something else. 

“Tt is not necessary to argue to this 
body that this condition of affairs is not 
as it should be, and that it will sooner or 
later not only bring confusion, but may 
bring discredit upon the name of trust com- 
pany and the business it A tee ee 

*T do not want to be understood as say- 
ing that it is not perfectly right for any one 
to engage in either or all of the different 
forms of business enterprise that have 
been in different ways combined with those 
of the trust company, nor that many of 
them cannot be successfully and properly 
conducted by the trust company in the ca- 
pacity of agent, but I do desire to present 
ay the anomalous position the trust 
company, as such, is getting into, when 
other institutions are assuming to do its 
legitimate business and all kinds of busi- 
ness enterprises are being conducted under 
the trust company name, and this to such 
an extent that it has been derisively called 
the ‘ department store of finance.’ " 


Should Never Promote. 
Mr. Fries urged that a trust company 
never should become a promoter. In recent 
years certain trust companies had obtained 


much business in the line of reorganizing 
railroads and other large business enter- 
prises, but, he said: 

“A trust company should consider this 
class of business with the greatest care 
and some 4d of suspicion. The utmost 
caution should be exercised, not only in 
ascertaining the true merit and sound pol- 
icy of the = proposed, but also in as- 
certainin, e character of the men pre- 
senting the project and the associates that 
will underwrite it. If any one of these 
three pjoints is not entirely satisfactory 
and first elass the trust company should 
not give it consideration.” 

Jordan J. Rollins of this city read a paper 
on ‘ The Protection of Trust Companies 
Acting.as Transfer nts and Registrars.” 
He said that the St Exchange considered 
these duties simple when ordering corpo- 
rations to maintain local transfer offices, 
and pointed out the technical obstacles to 
be met. In conclusion he said he consid- 
ered a trust company’s “temptation to do 
right er than its temptation to do 
wrong. A.A. Jackson, Vice President of 
the Girard Trust Company of Philadelphia, 
talked about “ Failures.” 

Controller Ridgeley, whe had arrived 
rather unexpectedly, spoke extempora- 
neously, taking Mr. Fries’s speech as his 


* Conservatism,” he said, “is the founda- 


tion of all good banking, and this is true 
more lally of trust companies than of 
an else,” 

rust companies, he said, ought to limit 
themselves very carefully as to the classes 
of outside business they would enter beyond 
their legitimate sphere. He cited the rec- 
ords as pat» me the most successful 
companies had en the ones which stuck 
to the “ legitimate.” 

There is hardly a possible excuse for 
the failure of a trust company mana 
for legitimate business and not venturing 
into other fields,” he declared. 


Ridgely for Restrictions. 


He saw no reason why, with proper re- 
Strictions, they should not do a savings 
bank business, but “‘ they shouldn't be al- 
lowed to do a land business.” It was a 


question, he eaid, whether they skould be 
permitted to do a general banking busi- 
ness, but If they did they should be hedged 
in with restrictions ‘‘ even ter than 
those usual for others doing such business— 
the National, banks, for instance.” 

No other country, the Controller contin- 
ued, has established so thorough an in- 
spection of banks as the United States. 
The Bank Examiner usually did his work 
well, he had found, ‘though examiners 
could not be expected to spend a few 
minutes or hours on an institution’s books 
and straighten out everything that had 
been done wrong in the preceding 365 days. 
A bank official wishing to deceive the In- 
specter could always be sure of chances 
in his favor. 

“Hardly a day passes,” he said, “ but 
we hear of some bank that’s in a bad way. 
Numbers of them are straightened out and 
pat on their feet after threatening trou- 

le of which the public hears nothing. 
The good sense, judgment, and:courage of 
the Bank Examiner are often responsible 
for this,”

POSTAL BANKS OPPOSED. 


Speakers at Savings Bank Section 
Against Government in Business. 


There seemed to be a danger of political 
discussion interrupting the peace of the 
savings bank section of the American 
Bankers’ Association when State Superin- 
tendent of Banks Willis S. Paine ap- 
proached the climax of his speech on 
“Postal Savings” at the organization’s 
meeting in the Myrtle Room of the: Hotsl 


Waldorf-Astoria yesterday afternoon. 

“To-day,” said he, “ there are not want- 
ing evidences that the old Federal spirit 
still exists, although repudiated by the peo- 
ple when Jefferson and Madison and Mon- 
roe were potent forces in American life and 
declared themselves against governmental 
supremacy. In various ways what we de- 
nominate ‘the Government’ is troubling 
itself concerning matters which should be 
handled by the people in their own way. A 
proposal to establish postal savings banks 
is part and parcel of the theory that a 
Federal Government should regulate the 
affairs of the people, reducing the powers 
of the State and limiting. the expression and 
activities of the indfvidual to the smallest 
possible compass.” 

The establishment of postal savings 
banks, he continued, would discredit other 
financial institutions known to be safe by 
the well-educated man. To raise the ques- 
tion of establishing them was an argument 
addressed to ignorance. 

“The same argument, carried to its logi- 
cal conclusion,” he said, “ would substitute 
a great Federal bank at Washington, with 
branches all over the coun , and, as a 
consequence, the retirement of the existing 
National and State banks.” 

“We need not more but less paternalism,” 
he said later. “ Adopting this principle as 
our guide of action, we shall leave people 
as now familiar with banking to conduct a 
banking business, amenable, of course, to 

roper safeguards. If the people need say- 
ngs banks, we will not go to Governments 
of Europe for our exemplars, but we will go 
to the people, who have settled many pro 
lems in their National life of one hundred 
and twenty-eight years, and who have 
shown the autocratic paternal Governments 
of Europe how much better they can gov- 
ern themselves than by putting themselves 
under the dominion of men no better than 
others of our body, and who do not pos- 
sess a monopoly of wisdom for governing 
the world. 

‘\wWhen States and cities and towns need 
railways, the people build them; when 
water is required for public utility, the 
poopie speak, and the fountains flow. 

Jhen savings banks are needed in the geo- 
graphical limits not now havi the the 
people will provide them, and let us hope 
without going to Postmasters or other 
Government officials for them.” 

The Chairman, A. C, Tuttle of the Nau- 
gatuck Savings Bank, said in opening the 
meeting: 

“Government savings banks are hardly 
more than a dream, though an unpleasant 
one. It seems impossible that any sane 
legislator would introduce a bill into Con- 
gress authorizing them. Certainly, if any 
one had the hardihood to do it, the bill 
would meet with an opposition that would 
make the opposition to the United States 
Bank in Jackson's time sink into insig- 
nificance. Aside from the fact that snch 
a bill would jeopardize one of the props 
of the Government, there is a widespread 
and most salutary feeling averse to the 
Government’s engaging in any business en- 
terprise. 

“One matter deserving of careful thought 
by us is the change in the character of our 
investments. Government bonds, at one 
time an important item in our reports, now 
scarcely appeer, Such chan has been 
necessary order to maintain our rates 
of interest, but it is an open questfon if 
the new investments have always given to 
Saponeers that security that they should 

ave.”

HEAVY FROSTS FORCE A 
NEW RECORD FOR WHEAT 


Cold Wave Spreads Over Canadian 
Northwest. 


CLOSING THREE CENTS HIGHER 


Scramble to Buy in Chicago—Price Up 
9 Cents in Minneapolis—Discour- 
aging News for Bears. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—Blighting frosts over 

the Canadian Northwest to-day added fresh 
zest to the bull campaign in wheat, forcing 
prices up to a new high-record mark. Fol- 
lowing so closely upon the Government 
crop report showing the smallest yield in a 
decade for the United States, the announce- 
ment to-day that untold damage had been 
inflicted during the night upon the Cana- 
dian wheat fields awakened gravest fears 
among traders. Adding to the seriousness 
of the situation, the Weather Bureau fore- 
casted frosts to-night throughout Minne- 
sota and the Dakotas. As one trader ex- 
pressed it, all that now remains, apparent- 
ly, is for a fire to come and burn up the 
leavings. 
' At one time to-day all deliveries of wheat 
were 4 cents above yesterday's closing 
prices, an advance of 8 cents in forty-eight 
hours. May wheat to-day sold at 118%@ 
118% a bushel, a new high-record mark for 
the season. December advanced to 116%. 
At the close wheat prices were up over 3 
cents. Corn was up almost 2 cents. Oats 
made a net gain of %c, and provisions 2% 
to 25c. 

Intense excitement prevailed in the wheat 
pit at the opening, with apparently every 
trader an avowed buyer. The demand was 
so urgent and offerings so limited that 
prices for all deliveries were bid up fully 
2 cents at the start. 

In Manitoba the loss is estimated at 25 
or 30 per cant. of the crop. The desire to 
buy was increased by the strong tone of all 
foreign grain markets, sharp advances 
abroad furnishing indications of universal 
alarm regarding the American wheat crop.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 13——Wheat 
advanced to-day nearly 9 cents above yes- 
terday’s close, touching $1.27 and making a 
new high record for September. News of 
heavy rains in the Canadian Northwest, 
followed by freezing temperatures last 
night gave the trade a bad scare, Then 
came the weather report predicting a hard 
frost in the American Northwest, to-night. 
,The December option went to 119% and 
May to 120% 


The local grain markets were strong but 
not very active, and there was little excite- 
ment discernible. September wheat, which 
is practically on a cash basis, touched 
$1.21, and December, which is the specula- 


tive option, went to $1.20. Corn also was 
strong, rising from 2 to 2% cents a bushel. 
There is no rt trade to speak of at 
these prices, and as the New York market 
is nly an export market transactions 
were not heavy.

“But,” he said, “I desire to call 
attention to the fact that during the 
ish-American war, in this very hall, a thou 
sand Jewish young men offered their aid to 
the United States and the flag of this 
country.”

Two-Speed Gears for Road Racing. 


There has been considerable discussion over the 
question of the two-speed gear’s value in road 
races. It has been a disputed question whether 
the variable gear is the faster where the maxi- 
mum speed of the rider is required. On this 
question, which is of general interest to cyclists, 
an authority says: 

**There is no room for doubt that by the use 
of the variable gear the rider who travels at a 
moderate and steady pace not only derives a 
great deal of comfort and pleasure, but that he 
also makes considerably better time—that is, 
he goes further with the same expenditure of 
energy. 

** Proof of this statement has been abundantly 


borne out by our own experience and by others 
of an observing nature, who note the distances 
they ride and the number of miles per hour they 
usualjy~ average. Particularly is the difference 
noticeable in a rolling or hilly country, and es- 
pecially when the wheelman with a two-speed 
gear has a companion who uses a ar corre- 
sponding to either the high or the low one of 
his machine. 

‘“*The reason for this is almost self-evident. 
On a very slight down grade the bicycle wiil 
barely coast or, if it does so, a very slight assist- 
ance vd means of the high gear gives it almost 
a birdlike flight, whereas to attain the same 
pace with the lower gear one must pedal until 
his legs ache; when a steep hill is encountered, 
which requires great effort on the high gear, or 
it is impossible to employ it, the low gear rend- 
ers it of no serious inconvenience or discomfort. 
It is on roads with many ups and downs that the 
rider with the two-speed gear finds that un- 
consciously he is ahead of his companions who 
are without this device. 

**It would seem well worth while to put the 
two-speed gear to a thorough test in road racing 
over a few long, hilly courses, to settle the ques- 
tion of its value for fast road work.”’ 


Notes of the Thoroughbreds. 


Dick Bernard, owned by E. E. Smathers and 
entered to sell for $1,800 in the fifth race, was 
bid up to $3,000 after the race in the interest 
of A. L. Aste, owner of Canteen, the second 
horse, Mr. Smathers retaining Dick Bernard for 
$5 additional.

Some other 
notable plunges were made, one of the largest 
of the day being a $10,000 commission sent into 
the ring by E. R. Thomas on St. Valentine, 
beaten in the second race. 


The National Stable, in which Belle Strome is 
the best-known horse, will sell out all its horses 
in training some time in the course of the 
Morris Park meeting. The €stablishment, which 
is said to be owned by A. mar, has been fair- 
ly successful, and early inthe Spring made a 
sensational double coup, winning with two 
long-chance horses on the same day. 


Belle Strome went to the post for her race 
with her mouth very tender from the effect 
of trouble with her teeth, and her running out 
on the turf, which very nearly beat her, was 
attributed to the condition of her mouth. ~ Bet- 
tors were unaware of the filly’s ailment, how- 
ever, as she started an odds on favorite.

Smathers, the millionaire owner of Mc- 
Chesney and other noted horses, to-day 
met C. K. G. Billings of Cleveland in a 
driving contest, and not only beat him in 
a smile race, but broke the track record at 
Brunots Island. It was an inter-city mat- 
inée, given under the auspices of the Pitts- 
burg Matinée Club, and one of the rules 
and regulations of the meet was that each 
horse should 2%e driven by its owner. The 
event attracted a large crowd, and proved 
of greater interest than any affair of the 
kind since the days of the Grand Circuit 
in this city. Some of the best matinée 
horses in the country were on the pro- 
gramme, and in addition to the track record 
broken by Sadie Mac in the free-for-all 
trot, making the mile in 2:08%4, against the 
former record of 2:00%, C. K. G. Billings 
rode “harlie Mac an exhibition mile under 
saddle in 2:15%, which is within three- 
quarters of a secord of the world’s record.

AN UNDESIRABLE HONOR. 

Republicans of standing and repute who 
have been mentioned as possible candi- 
Gates for the Governorship have with no 
littie haste and insistence taken them- 
belvés ot of the field. Outside of the 
fatiks of the politicians no Republican 
has seemed willing to be the nominee. 

There aré two véry good feasons why 
the acceptance of the nomination by a 
Republican of high character would be 
& thistake, One is that according to the 
gefieral expectation the Republicans are 
to be beaten in New York this Fall. The 
second reason is that such a Republican, 
Were he elected, would be compelled by 
his honor and his conscience to attempt 
the exposure and destriftion of the ring 
of unworthy and corrupt men who have 
established themselves in the various de- 
partments of the State Government in 
the last half-dozen years, and the 
“ erafters,” though he might drive them 
out of Albany, would pretty certainly be 
mumerous enough and influential enough 
to put an end to the political career of 
their destroyer. 

Bx-Secretary Root and Mr. HENRY W. 
Tart promptly put a stop to the use of 
their names. The other names heard in 
pre-tonvention gossip have almost with- 
out exception been those of faithful or- 
ganization men who, if installed in the 
Executive Chamber at Albany, would 
shut their eyes to the unclean doings 

about them, leaving the “ grafters” un- 
molested. A complacent and collusive 
Governor of that sort might escape the 
gmirch and scandal of an exposure 
achieved without his aid—probably he 
would not. If such anh exposure came 
either through a legislative investigation 
or through the more certain processes of 
the criminal courts the delinquent Ex- 
ecutive would be completely done for 
politically. So it would appear that the 
family and friends of any Republican 
who may be the nominee of the conven- 
tion which meets at Saratoga to-day will 
have good cause for anxiety. 

On the other hand, a Democrat, say @ 
Democrat of the high quality and firm 
temper of Mr. Epwarp M. SHEPARD, who 
should be elected Governor, would make 
for himself a National reputation in re- 
forming and purifying the State offices 
at Albany. Probably nobody but a Dem- 
ocrat can occupy that office during the 
next two years and leave it with a good 
record behind him and a political future 
before him. q

THE CASE OF THE LENA. 

Tt would be an abuse of our hospitality 
ff the Russian armed transport Lena, 
after completing the needed repairs to 
_ her machinery and taking aboard a sup- 
ply of coal at San Francisco, should go 
out upon the high seas and capture an 
‘American merchant vessel on her way to 
Japan. The Lena would in that case be 
using our neutral territory as a hase of 
operations—not only against Japan, but 
@gainst ourselves, a proceeding the in- 
decency of which could hardly fail to be 
perceived in St. Petersburg. 

Neutrals offer their hospitality to bel- 
ligerent vessels for no such purpose. The 
(Lena cannot lawfully ask anything of us 
which would increase her efficiency as @ 
ship of war or would directly enable her 
to continue her depredations upon the 
commerce of the Pacific. In theory the 
only supplies a belligerent ship can ask 
in a neutral port are those of common 
necessity, things so remote from the re- 
quirements of war ag not to be in the 
strict sense articles of belligerent use. 
In accordance with this theory we may 
properly supply the Lena with sufficient 
coal to carry her to the nearest Russian 
port, Vladivostok; we may permit her to 
make repairs strictly necessary to her 
seaworthiness. These things would be 
done on the general theory that she was 
going out, not to fight, but to make the 
best of her way home. If she does fight, 
if she attacks and makes prizes of our 
ships or of any ships bearing merchan- 
dise to the enemy of Russia, Japan would 
not in the strict sense of international 
law have a cause of complaint against 
us, since our intent in furnishing the sup- 
plies would have to be taken into ac- 
count. But we should have first-rate 
grounds for sending a strong remon- 
strance to the Government at St. Peters- 
burg. 

The merchants of the Pacific Coast, 
with whose business plans the mere com- 
ing of the Lena has seriously interfered, 
will expect the Administration to deal 
with the somewhat delicate question in 

_@ manner to inflict upon them only the 
‘minimum of possible harm. That our 
own commerce at the verge of our terri- 

‘orial waters five thousand miles from

THE PRESIDENTIAL “WE.” 

In thé wélve thousand words or more 
that Mr, Roosreve rt devoted in his letter 
of acceptance to showing why “ good 
Americahs should refuse for the sake of 
the welfare of the Nation to change the 
National policy,” there are but four allu- 
sions to the Congress of the United 
States, and all togethe# not more than a 
hundred words. It is an inference with 
some mathematical basis that one hun- 
dred and twenty to one is about the 
President’s estimate of his own impor- 
tance as compared with that of the peo- 
ple’s feprésentatives. The references to 
the Congress include a mention of the 
passage of the Currency act of 1900, the 
éstablishment of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, from which Mr. Cor- 
TELYOU was promoted: to the manage- 
ment of Mr. RoosEVELT’s campaign, the 
repeal of the internal revenue taxes, and 
the legislation for the Philippines. 

We can imagine a certain grim smile 
on the face of Mr. CANNON as he 
searched the letter transmitted, to him 
for allusions to the work that he and his 
associates in Congress had done in the 
last three years. Though Mr. ROOSEVELT 
employs the convenient pronoun sacred 
to the use of the sovereign in monarchi- 
eal lands, the connotation is singularly 
plain and plainly singular. Mr. Cannon 
might well recall the objection of a fel- 
low-member of the House of Representa- 
tives in the last session to a phrase in-a 
conference report in which the term “the 
Senate’ was used as a plural nomina- 
tive. “Every one in this House,” ex- 
plained the objector, “knows that the 
Senate is IT.” | 


A PROMPT RESPONSE. 

Mayor McCterian has feplied very 
promptly to the letter of the Civil Service 
Reform Association to which we referred 
yesterday morning. He thanks the asso- 
ciation for bringing to his attention the 
matters complained of in the letter, says 
that he has already instituted an investi- 
gation, and adds: ‘‘I shall be glad if you 
will at any time in this way or in any. 
other way in your power assist the pres- 
ent city administration in enforcing the 
civil service law both in letter and 
spirit.” 

Nothing could be more satisfactory 
than this response, and if the investiga- 
tion shall be conducted in the same 
spirit, as we have no reason to doubt 
that it will be, the facts will be brought 
out ahd the way will be opened for the 
correction of serious abuses, especially as 
the law directly provides that “ the vio- 
lation by \any person in the city service 
of any provision of the civil service law 
or of these rules shall be considered suf- 
ficient cause for the removal of such 
person.” The violations alleged by the 
association were of the provisions in- 
tended to secure the equal rights of all 
workingmen seeking employment from 
the city. It is the grossest wrong that 
men capable of doing good work and 
shown to be so by proper tests and 
vouchers should be shoved aside in favor 
of applicants who have the indorsement 
of the political leaders. This not only 
results in grave injury to the service, but 
it is an insult to the manhood of the 
workingmen and converts employment 
by the city into a form of political servi- 
tude. 


THE ARMY MANOEUVRES. 

Whoever imagines that mimic warfare 
is child’s play rather than man’s ‘work 
would have been completely undeceived 
by witnessing the army manoeuvres in 
Virginia. It is probable that a very 
large proportion of the troops engaged 
had never done such hard work in their 
lives in the way of severe and long-con- 
tinued physical exercise. In fact, one of 
the problems that must have been most 
troublesome to Gen. CorBIN in arranging 
the details of the manoeuvres was how 
to work men little accustomed to hard 
exercise out of doors so as not to break 


them down in spirit as well as in body. } 


This was effected not only by the as- 
sumption that 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
was “night” and that operations should 
then cease until midnight, but by his 
sounding of the recall when there seemed 
to be danger of working troops not 
inured to campaigning beyond the limit 
of elasticity if not of endurance. Even 
with these precautions the work was 
quite sufficiently severe. The command- 
ing Generals necessarily made such dis- 
positions and such requisitions upon their 
commands as they would have made in 
actual warfare, and this meant fatigue 
for the most seasoned soldiers and a cruel 
ordeal for the less seasoned. The flank- 
ing march of thirty-seven miles by 
Barry's brigade across country and 
through woods and streams was such an 
achievement as would have entitled those 
who performed it to have bragged about 
it ever after if it had been performed in 
actual war. That so large a proportion 
of them should have been able and will- 
ing to march in the review next day was 
little if at all short of positively heroic. 

The manoeuvres tnade it plain to the 
observing civilian that they are the 
necessary complement for the organized 
militia, and indeed for the regular army, 
of the tactical exercises of the drill room 
or the drill ground, the intermediate step 
being such manoeuvres as can be per- 
formed upon a limited scale at regular 
army posts or at the State camps, which 
have added so much to the efficiency 
of the National Guard in those States 
which have instituted them. As is well 
said in the provisional instructions issued 
by the General Staff:

While they furnish almost the only oppot- 
tunity for the exercise of the functions of 
the higher commanders and their staff of- 
ficers in the field in time of peace, officers 
of all grades, and the enlisted men as well, 
obtain a large view of military operations 
and the combination of the three arms, 
realize the importance of the elements of 
time and space, and learn to appreciate the 
labor attending the transportation and sup- 
ply of large bodies of troops. 

It is in fact in the departments of sup- 
ply quite as much as in the fighting arms 
that the amateur soldier betrays his 
amateurism. In fact, it is within the 
recollection of everybody that the United 
States Army itself has exhibited an 
amateurish helplessness when the ques- 
tion was of rapidly assembling, eqvip- 
ping, and supplying an expeditionary 
force smaller than that which assembled 
last week in Virginia. The conception of 
an army as a community in motion as 
self-subsistent and self-sufficient in time 
of war as a Stationary community of the 
Same size in time of peace is one which 
can be realized only by experience in- 
volving experiment, It is most encour- 
aging that Col. WaGNnemr, the Chief Um- 
pire of the Manassas manoeuvres, should 
have found the National Guard as actual 
troops in the field ‘‘ more efficient than 
he had ventured to hope.” 

The two chief monuments of Secretary 
Roor’s administration, so far as the 
usual and proper work of the War De- 
‘partment is concerned, are the General 
Staff law and the militia law; the one 
designed to promote co-ordination and 


co-operation among the various arms and 


departments of the atmy, the other to 
rromote a like co-ofdination and_ co- 
operation between the army and the or- 
ganized militia. Recent experience of 
war at least induced the authors of the 
militia law, antiquated for half a cent- 
ury, but only just now superseded, to 
provide for “general trainings.” The 
manoeuvres at Manassas are the modern 
form of those trainings. With the simu- 
lation of warlike operations under the 
constant criticism of experts we have 
the best means of insuring harmony and 
preparedness between the first line of 
National defense, which is constituted by 
the regular army, and the second line 
of the organized militia, which can afford 
to give but a week in a year to prepara- 
tion, the best guarantee that neither 
Bull Run nor Tampa shall occur again. 
For it is to be noted that the criticism 
is by no means confined to the decisions 
of the umpires in the field, but is applied 
also to every organization that took part 
in the manoeuvres through the medium 
of an observer specially detailed to watch 
it and to report upon it. Every branch 
of the service is thus tested and all the 
weak points noted. To complain of the 
cost of the manoeuvres is to complain of 
an addition to our existing military ex- 
penditure, say, of 1 per cent., when that 
addition is precisely what is needed to 
insure that we are getting the worth of 
the other 99 per cent. It is not in the 
main to be expected that any perceptible 
fraction of the American people will 
sympathize with a complaint so con- 
spicuously marked by penny wisdom and 
pound folly. 


TEMPERANCE IN ENGLAND. 

Some recent official figures which will 
have great value for all who are inter- 
ested in whatever promotes substantial 
progress toward higher standards of 
civilization show that practical temper- 
ance is steadily gaining ground in Great 
Britain. Since 1899 there has been a 
marked falling off in the per capita con- 
sumption of spirits by the British nation, 
the contraction being in sharp contrast 
to the steady annual increase up to that 
year. The per capita is still too large to 
give much comfort to those identified 
with the total abstinence propaganda, 
but that it is declining instead of increas- 
ing shows that the best results to be 
hoped for from the temperance move- 
ment are beginning to be seen. Hard 
drinking is bad form .~socially, and the 
nightly debauches of our five-bottle an- 
cestors survive only in the gouty dia- 
thesis of their more prudent descendants. 
Even among those who use wine and 
spirits habitually, drunkenness is regard- 
ed as disqualifying a man or woman for 


\2 position in respectable society. 


An explanation of the lessened spirit 
consumption is likely to be sought in the 
general business depression and the re- 
stricted ability of those who live by labor 
to purchase intoxicants. As a matter of 
fact, however, the business conditions 
are such as to discoyrage this line of in- 
quiry. It is extremely difficult for those 
who are trying to create a popular scare 
oxer the British fiscal outlook to explain 
the fact that the country is really pros- 
perous. This is very clearly shown in 
the income tax returns. Ten years ago 
for every penny in the pound assessed 
in this tax the returns were $10,900,000. 
Last year they were $12,725,000. From 
this the conclusion is irresistible that 
the income of the middle and upper 
classes has increased about 30 per cent. 
in ten years, From an analysis of these 
returns it appears that the only class 
reached by this tax which shows reduced 
earnings is the farmer class. We must 
consequently look for some other and 
better explanation of more temperate 
drinking than is found in national pover- 
ty. To assume that it is due to the 
recognition by all classes of drinkers of 
the fact that temperance has substantial 
advantages over intemperance is at once 


reasonable and agreeable.

BRIDGE RILEY in an afticle published some 
time ago in The Psychological Review that 
Mrs. Epvpr’s debt to “Dr.” QumsY of 
Portland is not a mattef of mutch conse- 
quence, since both, as he expressed it, 
“drew their philosophic. trickle from a 
common source,” the vaporings of itinerant 
magnetizers who weré so successfully éx- 
ploiting New England credulity at the time 
when Mrs. Eppy made her often-described 
pilgrimage in séarch of health. * Hence,” 
declares The Medical News, “the true 
history of ‘ mental science’ is to be traced, 
not to the original QurmBy, but to the if- 
discriminate practice of mesmerism along 
in the forties and fifties, and to the erude 
attempts of Yankee philosophers to explain 
the borderland phenomena of hypnoildal 
states.” In a way, of course, this is true, 
for the healing charlatans of all kinds util- 
ize the same power, and the only basis for 
the claim to originality made by each is 
his or her resort to one rather than another 
of the innumerable methods of conveying 
suggestion after the patient’s attention has 
been fixed. But when, as in the case of 
Mrs. Eppy, the charlatan risks all on the 
veracity of his account as to how he ac- 
quired mifaculous attributes, it is well 
worth while to demonstrate that the ac- 
count is not only false, but knowingly false. 
Mrs. Eppy’s doctrine is, indeed, a product 
of ‘the crude attempts of Yankee philoso- 
phers to explain the borderland phenomena 
of hypnoidal states,’’ but it is also an un- 
blushing theft from the writings and teach- 
ings of one known Yankee philosopher, For 
years she gave him full credit, and was 
content to work the healing game in the 
humble guise of a follower. Then, tiring 
of this réle, she boldly ignored all obliga- 
tions and declared herself the inspired 
teacher of a new religion. Such being the 
circumstances, it seems to us of impor- 
tance to show the facts as they are, with 
all their implications of deliberate men- 
dacity. ‘‘ Christian Science ’”’ is of the exact 
quality of its sponsor, and to destroy her 
reputation is to destroy its vogue—or ought 
to be, and would be if its votaries were 
amenable to reason. 


——Ex-Gov. CHAMBERLAIN’S recent letter 
on the negro problem as it exists in the 
South has attracted attention in all parts 
of the country, and another letter of his, 
just published in The Charleston News and 
Courier, shows that, through a “ clipping 
bureau,” doubtless, he has kept close watch 
on the comment it has excited. Of this, he 
says, much has been commendatory, not a 
little adverse, and most of it fair, but he 
is evidently deeply angered by the fact 
that it has been almost always a negro 
writer that impugned his motives and mis- 
stated his position. Their favorite answer 
to his arguments has been to charge him 
with ingratitude to their race. ‘‘ They say,” 
writes the ex-Governor, ‘“ that I was lifted 
out of obscurity by negro votes and placed 
in high office; that thereby I reached all 
the honor, reputation, and, some add, 
wealth, which they say I possess; and that 
after all this, for me to take sides to-day 
with the white race of the South is a hein- 
ous offense.”’ After vigorously denying 
that he ever has been, is, or will be any- 
thing except a sincere friend of the negro, 
the ex-Governor makes this eloquent sum- 
mary of his political history: “If I was 
obscure, I was not lifted into notoriety by 
negro votes, but in spite of them. If I was 
unhonored, all the honors that came to me 
were the reward of reform work against 
negro rascals—coupled, of course, with 
white rascals in about the ratio of one to 
twenty in numbers. If I was poor, I sac- 
rificed all that I had saved from my pro- 
feesional earnings in ten years in the great 
fight of 1876, and loaded myself with debts 
for the expenses of that campaign, which 
it took me nearly ten years more to cancel, 
but which my negro supporters and calum- 
niators never lifted a finger to relieve me 
of. Such are the plain, provable facts 
which no man,.white or black, can dispute. 
Whatever my sins or shortcomings, ingrati- 
tude was never one of them, nor did the 
negro vote ever bring to me anything but 
loss of time, of money, of reputation, and 
of personal safety in the State where I had 
lived twelve years, and where all my in- 
terests lay.’” Those who know the present 
feeling in South Carolina toward Gov. 
CHAMBERLAIN find difficulty in trusting 
their own memories of the time to which 
he refers as one when he was in some per- 
sonal danger there, and they need not be 
told that he needs no defense from accusa~ 
tion of any sort. The negroes who attack 
him for “ingratitude” are simply giving 
needless proofs that his much-discussed let- 
ter judged them correctly. 


— Saratoga barkeepers were quoted yes- 
terday as speaking contemptuously of the 
Republican statesmen assembled there, for 
the reason—very good, of course, from a 
barkeeping point of view—that the states- 
men were absurdly temperate and left the 
dispensers of liquid excitement in cruelly 
unprofitable loneliness. When this lament 
was voiced the rank and file of the Repub- 
lican delegates had not reached the Springs, 
and, as there is not known to be very much 
difference as regards thirst between them 
and their political opponents of the same 
grade, perhaps by this time the barkeepers 
have recovered their serenity. Perhaps, on 
fhe other hand, they haven’t and will not, 
even after the statesmen of the other party 
reach the place. For, though there are still 
marked differenc€éS between the habits of 
those attending a political convention and 
those which characterize a gathering of 
women earnestly interested in the advocacy 
of total abstinence, still the old days of in- 
dustrious indulgence in rum are pretty well 
past for everybody not distinctly of the 
slums, and when men of ordinary intelli- 
gence meet for any purpose not avowedly 
hilarious, they feel.so deeply the need to 
have their wits about them that they usu- 
ally take some care not to lose them. This 
is the new, or comparatively new, attitude 
on the drink question, and Saratoga bar- 
keepers are not the only people who have 
failed to realize the great effect it has had 
on social customs. . 


—lIt has been suggested that if the 
heavily armed transport—or the lightly 
armed cruiser—which has created so much 
excitement by calling at San Francisco for 
coal—and everything else her commander 
can think of—does go outside the Golden 
Gate to lie in wait for merchantmen bound 
with contraband for Japan, American en- 
terprise demands that excursion steamers 
be at once chartered on which deeply in- 
terested crowds can go out to observe the 
subsequent proceedings. The idea ig allur- 
ing, and no doubt, if the execution of the 
plan is found pfacticable, there will be 
somebody to execute it. It will not, how- 
ever, be much of a “naval battle” that 
the excursionists will see, even if they are 
so lucky as to see anything. The potential 
victims of the Lena will not fight and they 
qsnnot run, and, of course, with Occidental 
spectators looking on, their crews would 
not meet the fate which has occasionally 
befallen the crews of Japanese vessels in 
similar circumstances. If, indeed, a United 
States torpedo boat bearing the vehement 

of Paul Jones should by any chance 
e a hand in an episode of this sort there 
would be something worth seeing—for those 
whose taste runs to pyrotechnics with an 
accompaniment of carnage. But this is 
only a dream. The Lena is sure to behave 
herself like a little lady as long as she re- 
mains in waters that excursionists could 
possibly reach, and the Paul Jones will 
have no opportunity to prove her right to 
her incongruously masculine title.

“A REAL MONEY ISSUE. — 


Excessive Expenditures of the Roose- 
velt Administration. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Statistics show that the expenses of the 
Government under ’ Presidént Roosevelt 
during the last year have been $313,000,000 
more than the average anhual expenses of 
Mr. Cleveland's first Administration. While 
this statement seems perfectly enormous, 
yet the full significance of this amount 
and the enormity of its expenditure is not 
readily appreciatéd; bit when it is consid- 
ered that the amounts so expénded belohg 
to the people of the United Stats, intrusted 
to thé President and the people for the pur- 
pose of being economically used in the hon- 
est administration of the affairs of the 
Government, and that every citizen is inter- 
ested therein and has the right to hold the 
Administration to a strict accountability 
for such expenditure and tO regard those 
who aré responsible for unnecessary ex- 
penditures as guilty of an obvious 
criminal squandering of the earnings 
of the people, and that such wunneéc- 
essary expenditure is equivalent to the 
misappropriation of $4 & year for évery 
mah, woman, and child in the United States 
and Territories, or over $20 for each family, 
or over $80 for a single term of Administra- 
tion, a sum Sufficient to pay over $22 to 
every voter in the Presidéntial election in 
1900, or each of 5,000,000 workingmen over 
$62, or to every farmer $78, the enormity be- 
gins to be appreciated, arid When the labors 
and sacrifices which our citizens had to en- 
dure to accumulate suth 4 stim are consid- 
ered the enormity of such expenditure is 
greatly emphasized; and it seems to be high 
time for the people to inquire what they 
had receivéd to compensate them for such 
expenditure, over and above the effort to 
transpose a constitutional loving and ob- 
serving and peace-loving people to a bel- 
ligerent, boastful, and menacing “ big- 
stick’ imperialism. In short, take out of 
the present Administration the conceit, the 
egotism, and the bluster, and what have we 
left but the profligate expenditure of the 
people’s money, and, to use Republican 
slang, “ to stand pat.” 

A little serious reflection upon this state 
of things will show a reflecting mind that 
we are fast drifting toward the condition of 
Great Britain, where one-tenth of the peo- 
ple are paupers, the result of militarism, 
imperialism, and the concentration of the 
wealth of the country in the hands of a few 
arrogant and pampered aristocrats, and 
where labor, the real source of wealth, is 
neglected and oppressed. 

Iam not unmindful of the fact that our 
adversaries are accustomed to deride Dem- 
ocrats for their opposition to unnecessary 
and excessive taxation because they igno- 
rantly or falsely claim that they are not 
materially affected by excessive taxation. 
But I venture to assert that the burden of 
taxtion falls with undue séverity upon the 
masses who have smaller means, or upon 
those who must earn their support and 
that of their families by their daily toil. I 
ask in all sincerity where is the country 
where excessive taxation prevails that the 
rewards of labor are not utterly inadequate? 
In case of taxation for revenue of other- 
wise, imiposed upon articles of consumption, 
clothing, furniture, building materials, and 
the, like, it results in the merchants, gro- 
cers, butchers, bakers, builders, and land- 
lords fixing the prices of their commodity, 
and the rents of landlords with reference to 
the tax of various kinds, they have or will 
be compelled to pay, so that the consumer 
ultimately pays the taxes levied to pay 
the expenses of government, whether eco- 
nomically or profligately imposed, so that 
it must be perfectly apparent that the con- 
Sumers are the victims of extravagant or 
wasteful administration, and hence mest 
benefited by economy and prudence, and 
as those who toil for daily bread and for 
those who are dependent upon them con- 
stitute the larger proportion of the con- 
sumers, there seems abundant and urgent 
need of a radical change in the administra- 
tion, and I venture to believe that this issue 
is only second in importance in this canvass 
to that which concerns the menace of im- 
perialism and the treason of constitutional 
disobedience.

COCK-CROWING AS AN ART. 


How French Roosters Are Trained for 
Competition. 


From The London Express. 

PARIS, Sept. 2.—Great preparations are being 
made in the northern districts of France for a 
cock-crowing competition, which is to take place 
in Paris next month. 

The French Bantam Club have made the dis- 
covery that the best crowing cocks are those 
whose hens are the best layers, and for the 
time being cock-crowing seems likely to oust 
cock-fighting as a popular pastime. 

Owners take immense pains to make their 
cocks crow well. One gentleman, who is hoping 
to take a prize at the competition, showed me 
two very fine birds, which he keeps in cages in 
his stable. The cages are so covered over that, 
though there is plenty of air, no light’ can pen- 
etrate. 

Every day the cages are taken out into the 
open air, and the covering suddenly removed, 
when the cocks immediately begin to crow 
loudly under the evident impression that they 
have overslept themselves, and that the dawn 
is far advanced. 

After a quarter of an hour of this exercise the 
birds, who must consider the days extremely 
short and the nights extremely long, are taken 
back to the stable and covered over again. This 
goes on for s¢veral weeks before the compett- 
tion, and increases the bird’s desire to crow 
long and loudly every time he sees the light. 

The birds are fed in a special er pecu- 
liar to each owner, the secret of which is jealous- 
ly guarded. For the three weeks prior to the 
competition the food is carefully dosed, and 
made as stimulating and exciting as possible. 
The bird is then sent to the show. During the 
crowing contest a timekeeper with a chronometer 
stands in front of each bird, and marks the 
number of crows and the variation of notes in a 
given time, generally fifteen minutes.

knowledgé who has passéd a life with 
more purity in all his publick and private 
duties. * * * He, like myself, has suffered 
very unjustly much persecution, but con- 
scious of having done our duty here below, 
we must leave to a merciful Providence and 
an honest and enlightened publick to render 
what is due to our memory when we are 
no more. * * * Say, Sir, to Mr. Van Buren 
I would write to him if I could, but I can- 
not. I shall write no.more.’”

PASSPORTS IN RUSSIA. 


Failure of Republicans to Insure Safety 
of American Jews.

negotiations would add effectivéness to what the 
State Department has done and is doing. 

The Republican platform on .this subject 
is vague and !ndéfinite. It reads as follows. 

We commend the vigorous efforts made by the 
Administration to protect American citizens in 
foreign lands, and pledge ourselves to insist upon 
the just and equal protection of all our citizens 
abroad. It is the unquestioned duty of the Gov- 
ernment to procure for all our citizens, without 
distinction; rights of travel and sojourn in 
friendly countries, and we declare ourselves in 
favor of all proper efforts tending to that end. 

The Democratic platform is much more 
explicit and straightforward and reads as 
follows: 

We pledge ourselves to insist upon the just and 
lawful protection of our citizens at home and 
abroad, and to use all proper measures to secure 
for them, whether native born or naturalized, 
and without distinction of race or creed, the 
equal protection of laws and the enjoyment of 
all rights and privileges open to them under the 
covenants of our treaties of friendship and com- 
merce; and if under existing treaties the right of 
travel and sojourn is denied to American citizens 
or recognition is withheld from American pass- 
ports by any countries on the ground of race or 
ereed, we favor the beginning of negotiations 
with the Governments of such countries to secure 
by treaties the removal of these unjust discrim- 
inations. 

We demand that all over the world a duly au- 
thenticated passport, issued by the Government 


-ef the United States to an American citizen, 


shall be proof of the fact that he is an American 
citizen, and shall entitle him to the treatment 
due him as such, 

President Roosevelt may be interested to 
know that a very well-known Republican 
prepared the following plank for the con- 
fideration of the Resolutions Committee of 
the Democratic National Convention: 

Under the law of the land, no less than by the 
inherent desife of the people of this Republic 
éver since its foundation, every good citizen is 
entitled to the enjoyment of equal rights and 
privileges, entirely independent of his race or 
religious belief. Nor should this equality become 
confined to our own boundaries, but each and 
every citizeh of the United States has the right 
to expect that those in charge of the Government 
will insist that equal rights and privileges be 
granted by'other nations, with whom we are in 
friendly intercourse, to all American citizens 
irrespective of their religious belief. The Re- 
publican Administration has failed to compel the 
universal recognition of the passport, issued by 
this Governmient, so that it shall serve for the 
protection and procure the right of free travel 
for all classes of our citizens, and we pledge the 
Democratic Party to a recognition of this duty 
on the part of the Government. 

It is quite clear, therefore, that there is 
rot general concurrence among Republicans 
in the assertion of the President that the 
State Department has done all that can be 
done to safeguard the interests of American 
Jews traveling in Russia. L. W.

NEW SPOTS ON THE SUN. 


One Seen by a German Professor Nearly 
40,000 Miles Long. 


From The London Standard, 

BERLIN, Aug. 30.—Prof. Stentzel announces 
to the scientific world that since Aug, 22 he 
has observed on the southern hemisphere of 
the sun several exceptionally large and numer- 
ous small spots. Since the disappearance, on 
July 27, of the last of the extensive June and 
July groups of spots, these products of con- 
densation still continued to show themselves, 
but they invariably remained small and in- 
conspicuous. 

On the night of Aug. 21 and 22, however, 
there appeared in the southern spot zone, on the 
eastern edge, an extensive stretch of eruptions 
of brilliant radiance, Which were visible only 
near the edge of the sun, and aftefward these 
could be recognized therein by day spots which, 
through spherical shortening, were in form simi- 
lar to lines. As further advance was made to- 
ward the centre of the sun’s meridian, the group 
of spots increased in size, and soon took enor- 
mous dimensions. On Aug. 27 the group as- 
sumed the curious shape of a beautifully formed 
garland, which showed in its western part \a 
huge black mags like a rosette, and consisted of 
very numerous single spots. On Aug. 28, when 
the group already had the centre of the sun 
behind it, it possessed a total length of 60,489 
miles.

To what base uses do wé return for our 
dust! Mr. Israel Zangwill is one of the few 
of the younger writers of fiction who really 
matter; but when, some years ago, he at- 
tempted thé stage with “The Children of 
the Ghetto” he failed signally and disas- 
trously because his art was too deep and 
exquisite (and his subject too redolent of 
low life) for popular consumption. Achilles 
like, he theneeforth suiked in the tent of 
his fiction, until hé was tempted to write 
again for the stage by two talented young 
actresses in search of vehicles. . 

In “Mertly Maty Ann” he did what 
only a factitiously “happy ”’ ending can do 
to jar ond distért 4 play of exquisite body, 
but was saved artistically by the no less 
exquisite art of Miss Hlecnor Robson. In 
“The Serlo-Conmiic Governess,” which Ce- 
cilia Loftus appeared in last night at the 
Lyceum, he has played equally fast and 
loose with equally exquisite material. And 
here he has no such unfafling resource in 
the art of his leading lady. But he will 
more than make up the money he lost in 
his former and sincere attempt! 

For two acts last night the character of 
Hileen O’Keefe was so archly and charm- 
ingly Gevéloped by the author, and played 
with such spirit and grace by Miss Loftus 
as to raise the highest expectations. Here 
Was a chit of an Irish gifl, bubbling over 
with life and fun, wielding a tongue as 
sharp as a shaft of sunlight, and as tender 
in its impact. And the action was deployed 
in a series of rencontres that showed a 
master hand at legitimately theatric effect. 

From the first, however, Music Hall 
Cissy steed at the elbow of Cecilia of the 
two Lyceums, London and New York. 
She gave a recital in brogue of an Irish 
legend symbolizing the soul of the girl 
for whom one life was not enough—and 
who therefore became actress as well as 
governess. Thén she sang 

Michael, Michael, Michael Maginnity. 

You're the joy of all the vicinity. 
while her comrades of the convent stood 
by like a musical comedy chorus. In the 
second act the red flag of danger was 
waved aloft when, in capacity of govern- 
ess, Miss Loftus gave her familiar imita- 
tions of Ellen Terry, Ada Rehan, and Sarah 
Bernhardt, and again won the applause we 
all gave her at Weber & Fields’s. 

But there was hope of a rational and 
harmonious story until in the third act Mr. 
Zangwill brought on a team of vaudeville 
artists from the Frivolity. Then the whole 
cast went wild in vaudevillainies. “ You 
called me Bob!" exclaimed the suitor who 
had just surprised the governess. “Oh, 
well, you've bobbed up!’ she replied. When 
there was talk of her going on the stage, 
she was pointed at with an implement for 


Playing billiards. “Ill take my cue,”’ she 
sSaic, and that was an exit line. Surely the 
British pun has no worse terrors! 

Amid all this sort of thing the situation 
suddenly became tensely emotional. Miss 
Loftus was confronted at the theatre by 
her two lovers, each of whom played havoc 
with her sensibilities until she laughed or 
cried, swaggered with cigarettes and 
brandy, or shrank with maiden modesty, 
danced or fainted. It was meant for a 
bravura passage, but it was carelessly 
and prolixly written, and (say it gently) 
badly overacted. 

The result was to leave an audience that 
had thrilled with exquisite pleasure and 
purred with the sense of fine comedy quite 
cold, Then came the last act, and the tests 
of the two so different lovers. Except for th 
of the two so different lovers, Except for the 
in the right key, and the turn with which 
the story ended brought a comedy moment 
fhe. most delicious unexpectedness and 

ruth. 

The play is a sandwich of the fine bread 
of character comedy and the condiment of 
true wit, between which is thrust the 
eqrned beef and cabbage of flat and con- 
ventional gagging. The mantle of I. Zang- 
will is stretched to cover music hall turns 
that rip it up the middle. A year ago Mr. 
Pinero delivered a lecture, apropos of thg 
plays of Stevenson, about the frivolity anu 
meretriciousness of book writers when they 
approach the stage. The case of Mr. Zang- 
will is more flagrant than that of his pred- 
ecessor, because he has shown both dra- 
matic and theatric ability of the highest 
scope. 

The cast, as a whole, is of the highest 
order, and the production is sumptuously 
artistic. As the rough and hearty theatrical 
manager, Herbert Standing, last seen as 
Candida’s cockney father, evinces all the 
richness of unction and vigorous perfection 
of technique which we are accustomed to 
regard as the exclusive property of the 
elder school. Eva Vincent is equally ad- 
mirable in a similar vein, repeating the 
triumph she made last year in a similar 

rt in “ Her Own Way.” It is worth go- 
ng to the Lyceum just to see the majestic 
absurdity of the statue-of-Liberty gesture 
with which she exerts a cockney authority 
in her household. 

Mr. Reeves Smith again shows himself a 
comedian of perfect manners ahd art, 
though his opportunities are not great. To 
name the cast is, in fact, to praise it. In 
her better moments Miss Loftus is at her 
best, and this is, of course, the very best— 
which only rouses the angry passions the 
more because when she is bad she is like 
the girl with a curl on her forehead.

GEOGRAPHIC CONGRESS 
HEARS ROMANTIC PAPER 


Mr. Hague Tells of Missing Island 
and the Levant. 


CREW MAY BE ALIVE YET 


“Philip Nolan’s” Fate Is Discussed— 
Commander Peary to Make an Im- 
portant Announcement To-day. 


The eighth annual International Geo- 
graphic Congress began its regular sessions 
yesterday morning in the ‘home of the 
American Geographical Society, 15 West 
Eighty-first Btreet. Many present came 
from abroad. The/members of the party, 
after the sessions here, will make a tour of 
the country, and will visit the City of 
Mexico, where they will be received by 
President Diaz. 

Many of the papers read yesterday were 
read by title. Although the papers were 
largely technical, one of them was a real 
romance of truth—the search for a mys- 
terious island where it is possible that 
mariners supposed to have been lost forty- 
four years ago may still be living. Rivaling 
this in interest was the statement of Com- 
mander Kobert E. Peary, United States 
Navy, that at the dinner to be given to- 
night he will make an announcement of 
importance. This was taken to mean that 
he will make another dash for the north 
pole, 

Commander Peary addressed the congress 
at the opening session, and. welcomed the 
visitors. 

After the formal addresses of Welcome 
Sir John Murray of Edinburgh delivered 
an address on deep-sea explorations, which, 
he said, showed that the continents were 
extending and becoming more compact. Dr. 
Edmund Otis Hovey of New York deliv- 
ered an address on the volcanoes of Mar- 
tinique, Guadeloupe, and Saba. 

Count Joachim of Pfeil and Klein Ell- 
guth, in speaking on “ The Rise and De- 
velopment of the German Colonial Possses- 
sions,’’ told how the geographers were re- 
sponsible for some East African colonies. 
He said, in part: 

“Many of the present Germanposses- 
sions were acquired without the consent of 
the Government. In 1884 Dr. C. Peters 
and myself took steerage passage to Zanzi- 
bar and went to what is now German East 
Africa. Qur steerage passage was to de- 
ceive English and other Europeans. Dr. 
Peters and Dr. Juhike returned to Berlin 
to persuade the Government to assume 
formal possession of the land we acquired 
through treaties with native chiefs. I re- 
mained in possession. The territory we 
had acquifed was about the size of Ger- 
many. Since the area has been doubled.” 

At the close of the morning session lunch- 
eon was served in the Museum of Natural 
History. 

In the afternoon session James D. Hague 
of New York told the story of the search 
for “the reported island or islands” of 
the Nerth Pacific Ocean between Hawaii 
and Panama. 

He discussed the theory that the United 
States sloop-of-war Levant, which disap- 
peared mysteriously in 1860 on her voyage 
from Hawaii to Panama, may have been 


‘ked on an island in this neighborhood, 
aie possible survival of some of the 
7B company. 

ghais island is supposed to be about 1,000 

"%,200 miles east southeast from Hawaii, 
8 tantially in a direct line between the 
P of Hilo and the Bay of Panama. The 
land has more than once been reported by 
sailors, chiefly whalers. 

“ One thing,” he said, ‘t seems to me prob- 
able—that there is some danger to naviga- 
tion in that region. And now that our com- 
merce is rapidly increasing and these re- 
ported dangers lie directly in the route of 
sailing vessels to Australia from San Diego 
and San Francisco, it becomes incumbent 
upon our Government to make an exhaust- 
ive survey. 

“In March, 1902, Capt. Robert T. Law- 
less, commanding the steamship Australia, 
on his way to San Francisco from Tahiti, 
reported passing two patches of what no 
doubt was shoal water. 

“This observation did much to revive in- 
terest in the question of the existence of 
islands in that part of the ocean. 

“ Certain incidental circumstances had led 
by chance to the revival of the generally 
torgotten mysterious fate of the United 
States sloop-of-war Levant, which, having 
sailed on Sept. 18, 1860, from the port of 
Hilo, Hawaii, for the ip of Panama, has 
never since been heard from, by any trace 
whatever, unless it be in certain wreckage 
found on the south shore of Hawaii in June, 
i861, there and then identified by local au- 
thorities as wreckage from the Levant. 

“TIT had the honor to bring the matter to 
the attention of President Roosevelt in 
June, 1903, and thereafter, on presentation 
of the known facts at the Navy Depart- 
ment, the Secretary of the Navy, Mr. 
Moody, determined to send an expedition as 
soon as ore or more suitable vessels could 
be spared for the service, to settle finally 
the question of the existence or non-ex- 
istence of any shoal, reef, or island in the 
doubtful region. 

“The newly built cruiser Tacoma, on her 
trial trip from San Francisco to Honolulu, 
was ordered to make a detour in that 
region in the latter part of May of this 
year. According to the report of her com- 
mander, R. F. Nicholson, search for the 
island was made for four days, during 
which neither land, thoals, nor signs of land 
were seen; in fact, the locality was re- 
markable for the total absence of birds. 

“These results throw no light on_ the 
mysterious fate of the Levant. The ship’s 
company might have landed without the 
loss of a single life, in which event there 
might still Se some survivors, whose 
chances of living till now on a fairly hab- 
itable and healthy island might and per- 
ed have been more favorable than else- 
where. 

“I may venture to recall the interesting 
incident that Edward Everett Hale’s Philip 
Nolan, ‘The Man Without a Country,’ end- 
ed his romantic career on the Levant on 
this, her last and fatal voyage. There may 
have been a whole ship’s company of men 
now without a country cast away on this 
mysterious island nearly 44 years ago, 
some of whom may be still watching for a 
sail. This would indeed be a marvelous 
thing, but it is not beyond the range of 

ossibility. The mutineers of the Bounty 
ived on Pitcairn Island eighteen years be- 
fore they were found there, and the ex- 
treme and solitary isolation of this supposed 
land would fully account for the long un- 
discovered seclusion of the castaways. 

“The venerable author of ‘The Man 
Without a Coun ’ has manifested a very 
keen interest in that pertains to the re- 
cent search for the Levant and in the ef- 
forts to solve the mystery of her fate, 

Prof. J. Thoulet of Nancy, France, pre- 
sented a complimentary gesolution to nce 
Albert I. of Monaco fog his work on deep 
sea soundings. 

In the evening there was a joint lecture 
at the Museum of Natural History by Dr. 
William Hunter Workman and his wife on 
their explorations among the glaciers of 
the Himalayas. Following the lecture there 
wads a reception in the home of the Geo- 
graphical Society.

THOUGHT DEAD 19 YEARS. 


Now George A. Hull of Orange Is Try- 
ing to Straighten Out His Property.

ORANGE, N. J., Sept. 13.—George A. 
Hull, who recently returned to Orange 
after nineteen years’ absence, during 
which time his family thought him dead, 
has asked the authorities of Orange for 
an adjustment of taxes on property on 
the east side of Prince Street. During 
his absence taxes and assessments have 
accrued on this propery amounting to 
$1,134.40, in addition to interest and costs. 
Mr. Hull has asked for a reduction in 
the valuation of $500 a year on account 
of being a veteran of the First New 
Jersey Volunteers, and of an allowance 
on interest and costs,. to enable him to 
clean off the liens. When Mr. Hull went 
away he owned property in Orange, East 


Orange, and South Orange. His wife sold 
some of the land, believing him to’ be 
dead, and collected rents from the houses. 
Since his return Hull has given new deeds 
for this property. 


B. R. T. INJUNCTION VACATED. 


Barge Owners Blamed Loss of Scows to 
Waste Hot Water. 


The assertion that waste hot. water dis- 
charged from the power house of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company, at Third 
Avenue and ‘Vhird Street, has been re- 
sponsible for the sinking of barges and 
scows in Gowanus Canal is made in in- 
junction proceedings before the Supreme 
Court in Brooklyn. 

The proceedings have been brought by 
John Morton’s Sons Company to restrain 
the railroad company from continuing the 
discharge of hot water from its power 
house into the canal where tke plaintiffs 
have a brick yard. They declare that for 
some time past their scows have been 
springing leaks at the yard and sinking, 
and they allege that the leaks are due to 
the hot water warping the planks on the 
bottom of the scows. 

Counsel for the railroad company con- 
tended that the uneven bottom of the 
canal on the defendant’s side, and not the 
hot water, was responsible for the damage. 

The matter came before Justice Herrick 
yesterday, on a motion to vacate a tem- 
porary injunction obtained by the Mortons. 


This tmjunction had been served on the 
railroad company, which, however, asserted 
that if it was forced to discontinue dis- 
charging the water into the canal it would 
have to close down the power house and 
that the trolley service of the borough 
would thus be practically tied up. Justice 
Herrick granted the motion to vacate the 
injunction. The plaintiffs are seeking to 
permanently énjoin the railroad, and the 
matter will come up again on Friday.

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UNFINISHED 
A SERIOUS QUESTION 


‘Authorities Vexed at Delays Due to 
Labor Troubles. 


EMPLOYERS PROMISE HELP 


Work for Few Weeks Now Would Solve 
Problem, Which Is Said to be 
Worst in Years. 


The Building Committee of the Board of 
Education is very much disappointed be- 
cause, so far, it has been unable to make 
any arrangements with the builders or thé 
warring workmen by which work on the 
new schools may be continued. 

Charles H. Adanis, Chaittnan of the com- 
mittee, said yesterday that the situation 
in regard to School building work was more 
serious than it had been for years. He 
directed yésterday that a list of the schools 
most urgently needéd and the mén réquired 
in each trade to complete them should be 
furnished to the Employers’ Association. A 
committee consisting of a member from 
each union in the Building Trades’ Alliance 
called twice yesterday to see Mr. Adams, 
but did not meet him, He arranged to 
meet the committee this afternoon. 

It was learned that arrangements were 
made last week by which work could be 
resumed on the manual training school in 
Brooklyn and Public School 13, in Brooklyn, 
but the Brooklyn Board of Walking Dele- 
gates prevented a settlement yesterday. 
The training scliool will accommodate 2,400 
puipils and School 13 will seat 1,400. Both 
buildings were delayed because the union 
men would not work with members of the 
non-union electrical workers, formed by 
the Employers’ Association. Last week 
members of Eléctrical Workers’ Union No. 
3, the old union, went to the contractor for 
the work, and said that if the new men 
were removed work could go on in the two 
schools. This was agreed to, and the elec- 
trical workers were removed to another 
job, but yesterday the Brooklyn walking 
delegates refused to allow work to be re- 
Sumed unless the Board of Education re- 
voked the contract. 

Mr. Adams said that there was grave 
danger of carrying the work on the delayed 
schools into next Summer’s building season, 
when new building strikes might further 
delay them. The addition to School No. 166, 
in One Hundred and Eighth Street, west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, which is to accom- 
modate 800 more children, was to have been 
completed some time ago, he said, but the 
plasterers are out, and it cannot be fin- 
ished. 

“Two weeks would finish work in this 
school,” he said. “‘ Other schools delayed by 
the labor troubles are Public Schools 31, in 
Monroe Street, which will seat 900 pupils; 
No. 110, in Cannon Street, which will seat 
850; No. 81, in Queens, which will seat 2,400, 
and a number of smaller schools. A week 
or two of work would finish these schools. 
The worst feature is the valuable time 
wasted. More could be done now in five 
days than in five or six weeks in the Win- 
ter. I can see no light im the situation.” 

Lewis Harding, Chairman of the Press 
Committee of the Employers’ Association, 
said yesterday that the employers were 
waiting to get the lists from the Board of 
Education. 

“As soon,” he said, “‘as we know the 
schools where men are needed we will guar- 
antee to man them, alliance or no alliance.” 

Regarding the general situation, he said: 

“J see no sign of any settlement now. It 
is a fight to a finish. We are getting new 
men more quickly and forming new 


unions.” 
CAN’T GET AT BOOKS. 


Order Refused in Standard Lead and 
Smelting Fight

NEWARK, Sept. 13.—Vice Chancellor 
Emery heard further testimony to-day in 
the proceedings brought early in July by 
Frank P. White for the appointment of a 
receiver for the Standard Lead and Smeit- 
ing Company.

Edward 8S. Savage, counsel for the com- 
plainant, urged that an order be made 
compelling the produetion of the books of 
the concern for examination in order that 
the solvency or insolvency of the corpora- 
tion might be ascertained. 

“ere is a President,” said Mr. Savage, 
“who has $250 invested, a mere dummy, in 
charge of the business of a million-dollar 
corporation, and the only way we have of 
finding out the company’s financial status 
is by getting hold of the books.” 

Mr. McDermott, who said that he repre- 
sented over 900,000 shares of stock out of a 
total issue of 1,000,000, opposed the produc- 
tion of the books for the sole purpose, he 
maintained, of affording the complainant 
a weapon with which to attack the defend- 
ant corporation in some other suit. The

THE WEATHER 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—There are two feat- 
ures of specia) interest on the weather map to- 
night. One a marked high area with abnormally 
low temperature over the Northwest and Cen- 
tral West, the latter extending into the Lower 
Missouri and Upper Mississippi Valleys. The 
temperatures range from 8 to 23 degrees below

Whe Produce Market Still Excited and 
Strong — Stock Market Reflects 
Difference of Opinions. 


The influences making for reaction in 
the stock market brought up their re- 
serves yesterday, and yet the day’s busi- 
mess ended in a drawn battle, which 
rather leaves the presumption in favor of 
thé advocates of higher prices. The con- 
fliet of opinion and values of course is 
Over the crop outlook. The Govern- 
ment’s report of conditions for the past 
week is encouraging, but the prognosis 
is dubious. The light frost of Sunday 
and Monday—on which values were de- 
pressed so freely—was confined to insig- 
nificant portions of the crop regions, and 
“nearly the whole of the most productive 
part of the corn belt, having experienced 
very favorable conditiofis for maturing 
the crop, with favorable weather will be 
safe from injury by Oct, 1st in the more 
northern districts. Much corn is already 
safe, cutting being general in the central 
,and southern portions of the corn belt.” 
So far so good; but Wall Street does not 
make values on anything whatever which 
is past, and the official prophecy is less 
encouraging than the history. The pre- 
diction was for “heavy frost to-night 
‘west of the Upper Mississippi, and light 
frost in Kansas,” with further specifica- 
tions which Wall Street fatfmers constrte 
according to their wishes rather than 
according to facts beyond correct ascer- 
tainment at the moment. 

The construction of the Produce Ex- 
change was embodied in a smaller ad- 
‘vance than on Monday for wheat, with a 
larger advance in corn. The construc- 
tion of the Stock Exchange appears in a 
range of quotations altered according to 
considerations affecting speculative con- 
ditions rather than the crop outlook. The 
decline of Louisville and Nashville, 
Southern and Southern Pacific can hard- 
ly have any direct relation to frost above 
or below the Canada border. And the 
strength in American Locomotive and 
Pennsylvania can hardly be said to be 
convincing regarding the yield in bush- 
els of either corn or wheat. Such varia- 
tions are non sequiturs. And outside of 
these leading issues the alterations of 
prices were so small and irregular as to 


- leave any one free to think whatever he 


likes regarding the crop outlook. The 
strength of ‘the crop options is most 
marked in districts nearest the harvest 
region, but, on the other hand, their ex- 
citement is extravagant upon any possi- 
ble estimate of damage. It can hardly 
be doubted that just as Monday was 
about the best time to sell stocks, about 
now is the best time to sell produce. Cot- 
ton was shipped back to the shores 
‘which exported it during the ridiculous 
rise of last year, and a range of grain 
values which is-on the border of the im- 
port point carries possibilities of calling 
in the Old World’s supplies to redress 
the vagaries of New World speculators. 
The offers of Rugsian wheat in this mar- 
ket which were impracticable a few days 
ago become more reasonable with each 
new maximum in this market and every 
mdvance like that in Minneapolis of 9 
cents in a single day. .The fact that 
stock declines average smaller on a re- 
duced volume of business under yester- 


' day’s alarums shows the general market 


to be in a condition more disposed to 
await facts than to be stampeded by pre- 
sumptions or inferences.

- TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Weather, Frosts, Crop Scare, Declines, 
Pennsylvania, Southern Railway, Rally. 


Monday’s decline was continued in yes- 
terday’s market, and for a time things 
looked blue. Until late in the afternoon 
the whole list was shaky, and after most 
stocks had sold off a point and more some 
real bear talk began to be heard. For once 
the weather was not a tabooed topic. One 
might have thought that the Stock Ex- 
change had been turned into an afternoon 
tea, to judge from the smal] talk about the 
temperature. From the West came alarm- 
ing reports about frosts—not frosts which 
had happened, but frosts which were sched- 
uled to occur during the night. The wheat 
and corn pits were in a turmoil, the prices 
of both commodities soaring while stocks 
sold off. The grangers particularly were 
weak, Union Pacific and Atchison being the 
leaders. Although transactions exceeded 
the million-share mark the pressure W4&s 
not as strong as on Monday. 


A Banking View of the Situation. 

One of the prominent private bankers who 
is sticking strictly to business instead of 
attending the Bankers’ Association Conven- 
tion said that anything over 2,000,000,000 
bushels of corn would be a satisfactory 
crop, although 2,500,000,000 was what we 
ought to have. “If,” he said, “the corn 
crop turns out well a higher level of prices 
is justified; if it falls a decline will be 
certain. Our market is based on good 
crop expectations. Two weeks of good 
weather will decide the matter. So far 
there has not enough damage been done to 
corn to speak of. As to cereal prices, they 
are too high, and only speculators will pay 
them. You can’t sell wheat to any one 
else at $1.21 a bushel.”

Strength of Pennsylvania. 

Pennsylvania Railroad was a tower of 
strength in the otherwise weak and hesi- 
tating market. The transactions in this 
stock amounted to 116,215 shares, and it 
advanced to 129% during the last half hour. 
There were all kinds of rumors about the 
property, one of them to the effect that it 
was buying an interest in Southern Rail- 
way, but the stories received effective de- 
nials. Pennsylvania is considered cheap at 


these prices by well-informed men, and this 
s said to be one reason for its strength. 
The other, which offers a more satisfactory 
explana:ion, is that Pennsylvania was se- 
lected as an objective point on which to 
centre all efforts to rally the market. The 
effort was fairly successful, though it must 
be said that the market’s response was not 
highly enthusiastic. "

A Southern Railway Pool. 


The advance in Southern lway com- 
mon was entirely due to manipulation by a 
big pool said to aggregate 200,000 shares 
and operating through a Broadway banking 
firm with German connections, The trad- 
ing in this stock amounted to 163,900 shares 
and advanced the price to 33%, though at 
the close there was a reaction of one point.

GAKLEY WANTS MILLION MORE. 


Commissioner of Water Supply, Gas, and 
Electricity Submits 1905 Estimate. 


John T. Oakley, Commissioner of Water 
Supply, Gas, and Electricity, has submit- 
ted his estimate for his department for the 
city budget of 1905. The figures for 1904 
were $4,799,852.23. The demand for the in- 
coming year is $5,915,004.44, which is an in- 
crease of $1,115,152.21 over last year’s fig- 
ures. 

The Commissioner justifies his larger de- 
mands on the ground of needed improve- 
ments, repairs, and also increases in sal- 
aries. For increases in salaries for the 
Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx 
$75,927 is demanded, for the Borough of 
Brooklyn $26,486, for Queens $18,882, and 
for Richmond $7,802. 

For repairs and improvements for the 
Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx the 
Commissioner wants $3.454,177, which is an 
fimerease of $752,089 over last year. For 
Brooklyn $1,220,421 are the figures which 
the Commissioner had for 1904. He de- 
mands $151,268 more for 1905. For Queens

‘ Motor Company of London: 


Hearing Yesterday on Dutiable 
Classification of Radium. 


Importers Claim That It Is a Crude 
Mineral Likely to be Overruled— 
Keep Minute Sample in a Safe. 


A hearing on the dutiable classification 
of radium was held yesterday by General 
Appraiser Lunt, who is considering the 
appeal of H. Lieber & Co., who have made 
practically all the commercial importations 
of this metal, against its classification as 
a chemical salt at 25 per cent. The im- 
porters claim that it should be free of 
duty as a crude mineral. 

H. Lieber of the importing firm said 
that the metal was imported in the form of 
a bromide, and that it had to pass through 
many and intricate processes of refining 
to reach that state. A small sample of 
radium, inclosed in a tiny glass tube, 
was submitted by Mr. Lieber, and was 
carefully locked away in the strongest safe 
in the building. 

Mr. Lunt will probably write his decision 
this week. It is understood that he will 
overrule the contention of the importers.

Microscope Slides Must Pay 60 Per Cent. 
Duty—Other Decisions. 


In a decision written by Gen. T. 8S. Shar- 
retts the Beard of United States General 
Appraisers yesterday overruled protests by 
Eimer & Amend and William Krafft of 
New York against the classification of 
microscope slides with beveled edges as 
articles of glass ground and ornamented 
at 60 per cent. The slides in question hase 
a small circular concavity in the centre, in 
which the specimens to be examined are 
placed. The importers claimed that they 
were dutiable at 1% cents a pound and 5 
per cent, or-at 45 per cent., but Gen. Shar- 
retts decided that the beveling constituted 
ornamentation and that the cavity was 
produced by grinding. 

General Appraiser Marion De Vries writes 
a decision overruling a protest by Adolph 
Fricke of New York against the classifica- 
tion as colored cotton cloth at 2% cents a 
square yard, under the “countable 
clauses”’ of the law, of cotton cloth con- 
taining a single colored yarn running near 
the edge of the fabric. The importer 
claimed that it was dutiable as unbleached 
cotton cloth at 1% cents a square yard. 
Mr. De Vries rules that the single thread 
is enough to put it in the colored class.

SEVEN SURFOCATED 


IN TENEMENT FIRE: 


Family and Boarders in First 
Street House Didn’t Wake. 


INCENDIARY WORK SUSPECTED 


Woman Saw Two Men Leaving House 
Before Blaze—Many Rescues— 
Twins Lose Their Lives. 


Seven perscus were killed by suffocation — 


and two others were seriously injured in a 
fire that started in the five-story brick 
tenement house at 70 First Street early 
yesterday morning. It was the second fatal 
fire within two weeks on the east side, but 
unlike the building in Attorney Street in 
which fifteen persons perished, the fire- 
escapes on the First Street house were all 
in good order, and, according to the police 
and firemen, the loss of several of the lives 
was due to the fact that the tenants failed 
to wake up and were suffocated in bed. 
The dead are: 

KONOWITZ, ANTON, cloakmaker, 80 years old. 
KONOWITE, ANNIE, wife of above, 24 years 


The five-weeks-old Konowitz twins. \ 
KASZTOLAN; STEPHEN, tailor, 26 years old. 
TOUSEWICZ, ANTON, tailor, 25 years old. 
TUROWICH, ANTON, tailor, 25 years old. 

The injured are Berkow Landman, a 
peddler, whose face and hands were badly 
burned, and Mrs. Susan Zerger, who fell 
from a fire-escape on the second floor to 
the ground, and was severely bruised. 
Twenty-five families lived in the house. 

The fire started in the hallway on the 
first floor and mounted rapidly to the top 
floor, where it spread. On that floor all the 
dead were found. At just 2 o’clock two 
young men, Charlies Katz and William 
Foley, heard a cry of “‘ Fire!” as they were 
standing on First Avenue, near the house. 
Running up, they tried to break into the 
house. Being unable to knock the door in, 
they climbed up. to the awning over the 
delicatessen store windows on the ground 
floor, and managed to get hold of the bot- 
tom of the first-floor fire-escape. Foley 
lowered the ladder on the fire-escape to the 
ground and then beth men got into the 
house through the window, and went scur- 
rying through the tenement, waking the 
tenants. The men succeeded in waking 
everybody on the first and second floors 
and hurried to the third floor, from which 
they took five children and helped several 
others down. 

Some one meanwhile had sent in a fire 
alarm. In the meantime Policemen Wynne 
and Fitzgerald of the Fifth Street Police 
Station had reached the scene. Both did 
a lot of rescue work, especially Wynne, 
who saved four members of the Lippman 
family, Mrs. Clara Hussey, and Susan 
Jaeger, all of whom lived on the third 
floor. Berkow Landman of the same floor 
Was rescued by Fitzgerald, while Police- 
man Aulds of the Eldridge Street Station 
rescued Mrs. Landman. 

All these rescues occupied but a few min- 
utes. Just as Aulds got Mrs. Landman 
to the sidewalk Engine Company No. 25 


lumbered up. Firemen Pregener and Gropp 
climbed to the secend floor with their 
sealing ladders, and soon had several of 
the panicstricken tenants on the fire-escape, 
ready to be lowered to safety a moment 
later, when Fire Patrol No. 7 arrived. The 
fire-patrol men immediately hoisted their 
fifteen-foot ladder, and in a little while all 
the tenants on this floor were rescued. 

By this time Truck 9 was on the scene, 
and in less than a minute hag its fifty- 
foot and Age ladders in posi- 
tion, The people on the third, fourth, and 
fifth floors were now ewes the fire- 
escapes, d it was all that the firemen 
could do revent them from losing com- 
plete control of themselves. The firemen 
found the first four victims on the top, 
floor while the tlames were still bright. 
The bodies were those of the Konowitzes and 
their twin babies. Mrs. Konowitz was in 
bed with her babes, and was close enough 
to the fire-escape to reach out and touch 
it had she been awakened in time. Kono- 
witz was found on the floor near the door 
leading into the hall. The other three 
bodies were found in the Konowitz flat. 
These victims were boarders of the family. 

Ambulance Surgeon Parce went up, and 
found that two of the boarders were still 
alive. He worked over the men, but was 
unable to resuscitate them. 

Wiliam Shireman, the janitor of the 
burned house, told the police an attempt 
was made to fire the tenement last Thurs- 
day night. 

Mrs. Louis Bennow of 71 First Street, 
who discovered the fire yesterday morning, 
said that shortly before she discovered it 
two men, whose faces she could not see, 
emerged from the tenement and went 
around the'corner to First Avenue. 


NOT DRUNK, HIS SKULL BROKEN. 


Curb Broker Kent Once Rated as Worth 
$1,000,000. . 


The death of Theodore Kent, sixty-seven 
years old, a Broad Street curb broker, was 
learned yesterday morning, when a friend 
appeared in the Tombs Court to pay any 
fine that might have been imposed against 
him on a supposed charge of being drunk 
and disorderly. The friend who appeared 
in court was George Draper, also a curb 
broker. When he asked about the case he 
found that his friend Kent had died in the 
Hudson Street Hospital of a fractured 
skull. Kent lived at Crook’s Hotel, at 114 
Park Row. For forty years he had been 
identified with Wall Street, and twenty-five 
years ago was rated at $1,000,000. 

Draper told the court and the police that 
Monday, after the close of the curb mar- 
ket, Kent and two or three other brokers 
went to a saloon on Pine Street, between 
Nassau and William Streets, where they 
had several drinks. On leaving, he said, 
Kent stumbled over a low step and fell 
heavily to the sidewalk. He was uncon- 
scious, and as he did not regain conscious- 
ness an ambulance from the Hudson Street 
Hospital was summoned and Kent was 
taken to the hospital. 

An hour later Draper went to the hospital 
to see what could be done for Kent, and 


was told that Kent was so drunk that he 
had been en to the Oak Street Station. 
Drapér said the hospital authorities said 
there was nothing else the matter with him. 
Draper said he then went to the Oak 
Street Station to offer bail for Kent, but 
the Sergeant said that Kent’s condition was 
such that he could not accept bail. Early 
in the morning Draper again went to the 
Oak Street Station to see about getting 
Kent some breakfast, and the Sergeant at 
the desk at that time told him, he said, that 
Kent's condition had bécome so serious 
during the night that he was taken again 
to the Hudson Street Hospital. When 
Draper got into court, prepared tq pay any 
fine, he was informed that Kent had died 
tu skull.

WANTS,GRAND JURY TO ACT. 


Coroner’s Jury Declares State Hospital 
Patient’s Injuries Not Self-inflicted. 


A Coroner’s jury of eight physicians and 
four laymen in the inquest to determine 
what led to the death of Abraham Wen- 
dorff, under rather peculiar circumstances, 
in the Manhattan State Hospital on Ward’s 
Island, May 1 last, returned a verdict yes- 
terday that the man’s injuries were not 
self-inflicted and recommending that a 
thorough investigation of the affair be 
made by the Grand Jury. 

An autopsy performed on Wendorff’s 
body soon after he died disclosed the fact 
that eight of his ribs were fractured, that 
both of his eyes were blackened, and that 
he had contusions on various parts of his 
body. After the autopsy Harris Wendorff, 
a brother of the dead man, declared that he 
believed his brother had been beaten by the 
hospital attendants, and demanded a thor- 
ough investigation. 

At the inquest yesterday Dr. John R. 
Knapp, house surgeon of the hospital, said 
that he examined the patient when he was 
received and found no broken ribs, but 
added that a man might have eight fract- 
ured ribs and aif examination fail to dis- 
close them. Dr. Knapp would not admit 
that Wendorff’s ribs might have been 
fractured by the attendants. He said that 


in cases of paresis a patient’s bones be- 
come very brittle and may be fractured 
by a slight pressure. Seven physicians, he 
added, had examined Wendorff and had not 
discovered the fractured ribs. 

Mrs. Julia Wendorff, the dead man’s sis- 
ter-in-law, who called on him shortly be- 
fore his death, testified as follows: 

“T heard him scream two or three times 
while I was waiting, and tried to get to 
him, but they would not let me. When I 
did get in he was tied down to the bed, 
his eye cut and his face bruised. I went 
over on Sunday and they told me he died 
at 9 o'clock. 


HAD HIS DAUGHTERS ARRESTED 


Italian Thought They Robbed Him, and 
Then Changed His Mind. 


Luigi Legone, an Italian shoemaker of 
224 East Thirty-fourth Street, called at the 
East Thirty-fifth Street Police Station last 
night and told Sergt. Bremer that he had 
been robbed of $280 while asleep on the 
lounge in his own parlor. He said that he 
thought his daughters, Theresa, twenty- 
one years old, and Vincenza, nineteen years 
old, were guilty of the theft, and asked 
that they be arrested. 

Policeman Dougherty was sent out with 
Legone, and the girls were locked up. 
When searched at the station the money 
was not found, nor was it in their room, 
so they were charged with being “ sus- 
picious "’ persons. Legone said that Vin- 


cenza was to be married Sept. 25, and that 
she had asked him for some money with 
which to buy her wedding dress. About 
an hour after the girls had been placed 
in their cells their father returned to the 
station and said that he would like to with- 
draw the charge. 

This, however, he could not do until 
the prisoners had been arraigned before 
the Magistrate.
